that the learned trial judge had refused to 
grant a certificate for Gere to appeal at the 
conclusion of the trial. The grounds of the 
application which he now made to the Court, 
which were similar to those on which. the 
application to Mr.. Justice Johnston had been 
made were:—(1) That a question, or ques- 
tions, of law were involved; (2) that the 
trial was unsatisfactory by reason of the 
following matters: (a) in view of the crime 
charged in the indictment, the nature of the 
evidence tendered by the prosecution and on 
behalf of the accused respectively, the clos- 
ing speech of counsel for the prosecation, and 
the fact that the learned trial judge, in his 
summing up to the jury, misdirected the. jury 
as to the law applicable to the case by diréct- 
ing them that they must treat the case as if 
it was a case of ‘robbery, and by directing 
the jury in effect. to consider the evidence on 
this basis; (b) in view of the nature of the 
crime charged in the indictment, namely— 
wilful murder, and. the special difficulties of 
the case, as disclosed by the evidence ten- 
dered’ by the prosecution and on bebalf of 
the accused man, r ively, and the fact 
that the learned trial judge omitted to direct 
the jury as to the nature of the crime oí 
wilfal' murder, or to direct-them-as to the 
constituent elements of such crime, necessary 
for their consideration before. arriving at 
their verdict; in. view of the fact that the 
case for the prosecution in respect of the 
crime charged .rested entirely upon circum. 
stantial evidence, that the trial judge omitted 
to direct the jury fully as to the onus of 
proof resting upon the prosecution in the 
circumstances of the case (including the evi- 
dence in rebuttal given on behalf of the 
accused man) or to direct them fully as to the 
quantum of proof which they should require 
before they could convict the accused man of 
ithe crime of murder. 

THE CLOSING SPEECHES. 

As the grounds of the application included 
some statements made by tho prosecuting 
counsel, he said that unfortunately, under 
the existing rules relating to such criminal 
proceedings, the closing speeches of counsel 
for the prosecution and for the prisoner were 
not available. 

The learned trial judge, in his summing 
up, said that it seemed to him that the 
jury must deal with the case as a case of 
robbery under the circumstances. 

Mr: Carrigan, K.C., respectively asked 
their Jordships not to take the statements 
to which Mr. Ryan referred as having been 
made in the closing speeches into considera- 
tion. 

Counsel for the applicant submitted that 
the ‘judge, in addressing the jury, should 
have pointed out that the onus of proving 
the charge lay upon the prosecution. It 
was true that the accused 

had possession of a watch. 

ouus of proving that the accused 
man was guilty of murder lay upon the 
prosecution. That should have been clearly 
pointed out to the jury; but by telling the 
jury that. they must deal with. the case as 
4 case of robbery the learned judge was in 
effect throwing the enus on the prisoner. 

The Chief Justice—There was no doubt 
whatever that there was a charge of robbery 
made at the trial? 

THE WATCH AND. THE MONEY. 
Mr. Ryan—Yes, my lord, but that ge R 
of robbery had nothing to do with the 
mails The prisoner was uot indicted for 
robbery. He admitted that the accused man 
had the watch and the money in his posses- 
sion; and he also admitted that the accused 

man was in the habit of telling hes. 

The Chiet Justice—It is not a question of 
illegal possession at all. 

Mr. Ryan, referting. to the evidence, 
pointed out that the accused man was not 
charged with robbery or larceny, or with 
telling lies. The charge made against him 
at the trial was the crime of murder; and 
then the judge in his charge to the jury told 
them that they must treat the case as a 
case of robbery 

Counsel haviog concluded his argument 
with the ang RS that the trial judge had 
not pr directed the jury in the case, 

The Chie Justice said that they would hear 
Mr. Carrigan as to the authorities that he 
had on the subject of the case. 

Mr. Carrigan, K.C., said that he practically 
had no case worth mentioning with reference 
to the case. He referred the Court to 
Stephens on Evidence, and to Willson Circum- 
stantial Evidence, with reference to the pre- 
sumptions to be reasonably made from 

evidence as to the recent possession of 
property in connection with a charge such as 
this, unless an accused could account for the 
possession in a way consistent with his 
innocence. In this case, he said, there had 
name no such account or explanation given 
hy the accused man whatever. Mr. Ryan, he 
added, liad tried to confine the doctrine of 
recent possession to robbery. It had no 
application to this case at all, because recent 
possession of the watch of the murdered 
woman was strong proof of the crime. 

The Court adjourned the further hearing of 
the applcation till this afternoon.

FROM A SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. 


BELFAST, Monday. 
HE various Unionist organisations in 
the city are busily engagéd selecting 
candidates for the forthcoming, municipal 
elections, and, according to general report, 
care is being taken to put forward, men 
of proved business capacity.. At some of 
the meetings, however, the attendance 
was not encouraging. 


THE HIDDEN HAND. 


It will be recalled that the McClure 
ME condemned the existing method of 
selection by cligues and coteries, often 
influenced by Corporation ofhcials, as sub- 
versive of good management in civic 
affairs, and people are still suspicious of 
the “hidden hand” guiding the reins of 
municipal government. At a meeting of 
the Cromac Unionist Association during 
the week-end, Mr. W. A. Cochrane, J.P., 
who was selected to represent the Windsor 
Ward, said that it was only fair to the 
present members of the Corporation that 
they should be given an opportunity of 
putting their house in order before resort- 
ing to the appointment of Commissioners ; 
and at a meeting in Strandtown on the same 
evening Mr. D. E. Lowry, J.P.. who pre- 
sided, expressed himself in similar strain. 
On the other hand, it is pointed out by 
many prominent citizens that, since the 
revelations of incapacity to govern, made 
almost two years ago, virtually nothing 
has been done to bring order out of chaos, 
and, as a result, the demand for a City 
Manager or Commissioners is growing 
more insistent. The Lord Mayor, however, 
has determined to reform the methods of 
administration ; and with a new element, 
fresh and: vigorous, to support him in the 
Council Chamber, together with the best 
of the “old-timers,” it might be the 
wisest course to withhold drastic remedies 
until the promised new policy is de- 
veloped. Difficult problems have to be 
faced, and, if these can be solved by the 
people’s representatives, then all the 
better. 


CORPORATION WIDE AWAKE. 


The Corporation Bill, modified with 
regard to the clause dealing with the 
running of municipal motor "buses outside 
the city boundary, has been passed by a 
meeting of the ratepayers called for the 
purpose; but its opponents have de- 
manded a plebiscite, and some time will 
elapse before its fate is finally deter- 
mined. As predicted in this column when 
the original bill was wrecked, the Cor- 
poration was not caught napping on this 
occasion. 

The Corporation officials were present 
in force, and attention was drawn to the 
fact by a prominent ratepayer, who sug- 
gested that the meeting should be ad- 
journed until night, so that men at work 
would be able to record their votes. The 
Lord Mayor, however, was not impressed 
by such a palpable ruse, and on a yote 
being taken the motion to promote the 
measure was carried by a large majority. 
No speeches regarding the merits of the 
bill were permitted, and the proceedings 
were short and formal. The plebiscite 
will be an expensive affair, but it is very 
likely that the Corporation will win in 
the end, particularly as the Chamber of 
Trade is satisfied with the amended pro- 
Visions. 

The Corporation seeks powers to carry 
out a number of important improvements 
in the city, and there is really only one 
clause to which hostility has been shown. 
It is necessary, however, that the Council 
should be in a position to run "buses two 
miles outside the city boundary to link up 
with the tramways and to provide facilities 
for tourists and others making short 
journeys from the centre of the city. In 
these circumstances the prospects for the 
bill becoming law are quite rosy. 


LORD BELMORE A CRITICISMS. 


Ht is & evident’ that the Earl of 
Belmore has very httle regard for the 
Northern ' Parliament, if one 1s to judge 
by his caustic comments regarding that 
august assembly. Some time ago he 
severely criticised the Ministry of Educa- 
tion, and he has now expressed his 
opinion that Ulster could do quite well 
without the Belfast Parliament. 

At a meeting of the County Fermanagh 
Regional: Committee. the other day, when 
the question of appointing a locum tenens 
for the medical officer was being con- 
sidered, Mr, A, Anderson objected to the 
expense involved, stating that this was 
no time to be increasing costs or heaping 
up the rates. Lord Belmore did act 
agree with this view of the case, 'owever, 
and declared that, if they wanted to save, 
they should start at the top, and added: 
“Why maintain a Parliament in Belfast 
which we could do quite well without?” 

At a later stage the noble Jord repeated 
his statement and said that the Imperial 
Parliament could do their work all right, 
but Mr Anderson contented himself by 
replying that the Regional Committee 
meeting was not the proper place to dis- 
cuss politics.. Lord Belmore is not alone 
amongst his class in his hostility to the 
Northern Legislature, and it would be a 
wise policy for the Government to keep 
more in touch with leaders of public 
opinion, as wel] as those in humbler posi- 
lions, throughout the province. Even the 
warmest supporters of the Craigavon 
régime complain that they are neglected 
when matters of State importance are to 
be considered. It does not do to ignore 
the wishes of the rank-and-file 


EDUCATION IN BELFAST. 


The Northern Education Act, which is 
a monument to the genius of Lord London- 
derry, is working smoothly and efficiently, 
although full advantage has not yet been 
taken of its provisions. In Belfast it has 
had beneficent results, new schools having 
been built, while greater attention is being 
paid to the welfare of the pupils. The 
estimates for next vear’s educational 
purposes in the city will be submitted at 
a special meeting of the Corporation to- 
morrow, and it is believed that Alderman 
Duff, Chairman of the Committee, has a 
pleasant surprise in store. Notwith- 
standing the great cost of praviding new 
schools there will baiserv little difference 
in the estimate. The figures for 1928-1929 
will entail a slight increase on the rates 
of 5-7ths of a penny in the pound, the 
total estimate being £108,460, as com- 
pared with £103,315 for the current year. 

It is gratifying to learn that £5,000 has 
heen set aside to provide food or clothing 
for children whose parents are unable 
through poverty to supply them, while 
£8.651 is ear-marked for medical services, 
including dental inspection and treatment 
of children. The sum of £2.500 is pro- 
vided for the care and education of 
afflicted children, and grants up to £4,600 
will be made to assist pupils at inter- 
mediate or secondary schools or universi- 
ties. It will he seen that education in 
the Northern capital is receiving every 
assistance, and the story of its progress is 
very pleasant and encouraging. Congratu- 
lations are due to Alderman Duff and his 
committee on the success of their labours. 


DARKNESS AND DESPAIR. 


The appeal made on behalf of the. un- 
employed during the week-end by Mr. 
J. M. Andrews, the’ Minister of Labour, 
is but another instance of his sympathy 
with those in distress. At all times he 
has been faithful to his trust, and’ even 
his political opponents have paid tribute 
to his sincerity, although thev cavil at him 
occasionally in the House of Commons, as 
they are in duty bound to do. Mr. 
Andrews believes that especially during 
the Christmas season every home should 
be filled with happiness, and he has asked 
that all emvlovers should do their best to 
find work for idle men during the next 


| few weeks. There is always something 


extra to do hoth. before and after the 
holidays, and Mr. Andrews’s idea is that. 
if necessary, a little self-sacrifice should 


be made to bring a little brightness into 
homes where he says there is at present 
little but darkness and despair. 

The Minister pointed out. that there are 
still. 25,000 persons unemployed in 
Northern Ireland, the vast majority oí 
whom are willing and anxious to -obtain 
employment, but cannot get it, and it, is 
to them, he says, that their hearts go out 
in tenderest sympathy. This touching 
message from Mr. Andrews to the em- 

loyers of the Northern province should 

nd a responsive echo-everywhere, and it 
is to be hoped that it will convince many 
of their duty to the downcast and miser- 
able. ‘Work, not charity, is what men 
most require. 


AN IDIOT DEFINED. 


In an address to the ‘Belfast Branch of 
the Junior Imperial League a few days 
ago, Professor R. J. -Johnstone, M.B., 
M.P., said that the ancient Greéks de- 
scribed a man who took no interest in 
politics as an idiot. Conditions have 
changed since then, however, and hosts of 
people now believe the reverse to be the 
truth, except in so far as it affects the 
professional type of politician with an 
axe to grind. ‘‘The man who is an In- 
dependent and sits in Parliament by him- 
self, without relation. to anybody else, is 
no good .in.politics,’’ declared the Pro- 
fessor further, adding that, if a man 
wanted to-be of any use, be must belong to 
a large party. History does not bear out 
Professor Johnstone’s contenfion. 

In Belfast all the Independent members 
of Parliament were returned with over- 
whelming majorities, and they form a 
small but effective force in the House of 
Commons, untrammelled by. obedience to 
official] commands. They serve a useful 
purpose in opposition, and the e!ce.ors of 
Belfast have demonstrated thcir taith in 
them. Everyone will, however. -endorse 
Professor Johnstone s adtice to the people 
not to accept their politics ready-made, 
but to have well-thought-out opinions: of 
their own.on political questions. That ts 
the very thing which leads to the forma- 
tion of an independent party, a fact which 
apparently was overlooked. 


THE ‘‘ TRADE” REJOICES. 


The victory of the anti-prohibitionists 
at the local veto polls in Scotland, even 
slight as it is, has caused a-good deal of 
jubilation amongst the “Tráde” in 
Northern Ireland, and it is accepted as a 
ood omen for their cause. At a meeting 
of the Belfast Council complaints were 
made that the Government had infringed 
still further on the liberties of the Ulster 
people, instead of restoring those already 
filched from them ; and it was pointed out 
that the restrictions in hotels had a 
serious effect’ upon the continuance o 
tourist traffic, as visitors would not re- 
turn, after one experience of the North.

SEQUEL TO. MOTORING 
ACCIDENT.

ACTION AGAINST CASTLEREA 
AUCTIONEER. 


Judge Wakely had before him at Ros- 
common Circuit Court a remitted action by 
Michael O'Kelly, insurance inspector, Patrick 
street, Boyle, against Charles Hanley, 
auctioneer, Castlerea, for. damages tor 
injuries received through being run down by 
a motor car belonging to the defendant. 

Mr. Leonard, K.C., who (with Mr. 
O'Doherty) was for’ the plaintiff, ang 
that the plaintiff was before the accident in 
receipt of 26 a week and £2 a week commis- 
sion from his company. He was returning to 
Boyle after his day’s work, on a motor 
bicycle, and when near Loughglynn he 
observed as motor. car with one light and 
taking a zig-zag course approaching him. He 
slowed down on his own side of the road, 
hut the car dashed into»-him. He shouted to 
the parties im the car, but they took no 
notice of him, and he‘lay on the road till his 
shouts attracted attention. He was carried 
to a house, where he was treated by Dr. 
Kelly, and was subsequently remored to 
soyle Hospital, and later to Sir Patrick Dun’s 
Hospital, where he was under the care of 
Sir Arthur Ball, who performed two opera- 
tions. When he recovered he continued his 
work in a »notor car supplied by the company, 
but he was unable to effect as much business 
as before the accident. The car that ran 
him down belonged to the defendant, who 
purchased it from a man named Flynn for 
£25. Flynn, who was en holidays from 
America, arranged that, he was to have the 
use of the car for a few days after it was 
paid for. Some time after. Flynn and a 
nuinber of friends visited the defendant, and 
it was arranged that the car was to bring 
them back to Ballaghaderreen, defendant 
émploying a driver to bring the car back 
again to Castlerea. Flynn drove, and it was 
alleged it was this car that ran. down the 
plaintiff. It was further alleged that Flynn 
and others in the car were under the influence 
of drink. 

“ounsel contended that the owner of the 
car (the defendant) was liable for the damage, 
as it was under his control through the 
driver, who was his paid servant, 

For the defence, the driver employed by 
Mr. Hanley said that no accident occurred 
to the car on the way from Castlerea to 
Ballaghaderreen. At the point where plaintiff 
said that he was run down he felt no jar. 

In cross-examination® by Mr. Leonard 
witness admitted making a ‘wrong statement 
as to the road they took to the Guards at 
the instigation of Flynn, who said that there 
was a report that a man had been injured. 

Other.ocenpants of the car also denied that 
an accident occurred. 

Mr. Maguire commented on the impro- 
bability. of the case made by the plaintiff, and 
said that the latter told the Guards that he 
was run down by a lorry.

HORTICULTURAL SOCIETY'S 
EXPERIENCE. 


LOSSES.ON THE WINTER 
EXHIBITION, 


The annual meeting of the Royal Horti- 
cultural and Arboricultural Society was held 
yesterday at 5 Molesworth street, Dublin. 
Lord Ardee presided, and Sir Frederick 
Moore, Hon. retary,and Mr. E. Knowldin, 
F.R.H.S., Secgetary, were in attendance. 
The Chairman. proposed the adoption of the 
ninety-eighth annual report. Having referred 
to the regrettable deaths of Earl Iveagh and 
Sir Frederick Shaw, the report mentioned 
that three very successful shows had been 
held in 1927. A separate paragraph was 
devoted to the Winter Show at rlsfort 
terrace, at which some 800 dishes of fruit, 
chiefly apples, were staged. These included 
rmany excellent disheg of high-quality fruit, 
and none below good average merit, contri- 
buted from all parts of Ireland. Want of 
general public interest, as evinced at former 
fruit shows in Dublin, was again evident at 
this year’s Winter Show, and meagre gate 
returns had resulted in considerable Joss to 
the Society. i 

The membership of the Society had, how- 
ever, shown considerable increase for several 
years, and had been well maintained. 

THE REPORT ADOPTED. 

Lord Ardee said that Sir Frederick Shaw’s 
death was most regrettable. He would be 
a very great loss to the Society, as also would 
Mr. Ross. Both gentlemen had been most 
ardent supporters of the Society. 

Archdeacon Lindsay seconded the motion 
that the report be adopted. 

MONEY LOST ON SHOWS. 

Sir Frederick Moore, in supporting the 
motion, said that it wae a fairly satisfactory 
report. Very good and energetic work had 
been carried out during the year. The 
Summer Show of 1927 was the best that they 
had ever had, but unfortunately they were 
bound to lose money on those shows. They 
had nothing to do with the taking of money 
at these shows, and that fact often led to 
misunderstanding on the part of members 
who, having failed to produce their cards of 
membership, were compelled to pay for ad- 
mission, They then felt aggrieved, but that 
money went to the Royal Dublin Society, 
who, when the takings exceeded a certain 
figure, refunded what was legitimate to the 
Horticultural Soviety. What he might call 
the excess sum had this year amounted to 


£38. 

It might be taken from him that their 
Society fost £50 on every show held in con- 
nection with the show of the Royal Dublin 
Society at Ballsbridge. Many letters of con- 
gratulation had been received in connection 
with the Winter Show for the revived interest 
that this show created in fruit-growing. They 
had, however, had a loss on that. show. He 
was inclined to hold that this show should 
he biennial rather than annual. He would 
like to emphasise the fact that Bishop 
Plunket had sent them a very handsome cup 
for the Summer Show, and that it would be 
awarded in the hardy plants section. 

Sir Frederick concluded with a laudatory 
reference to the Secretary of the Society, 
Mr. Knowldin, and said that a more con- 
scientious and harder worker he had never 
had to deal with, and he would like to say 
as honorary secretary how much he appre- 
ciated Mr. Knowldin’s work. (Applause.)

BREACH OF DUTY CHARGE. 
————- > —-- 
DAMAGES AGAINST DERRY 
SOLICITORS. 


In the King’s Bench Division, Belfast, 
yesterday, before Mr. Justice Brown, 
damages amounting to £300 were awarded in 
an action for alleged negligence, misrepresen- 
tation and breach of duty. The plaintiffs were 
William John Doherty, a retired farmer, 
residing at The Quay, Portrush, and Kath- 
leen Quinn, his niece; and the defendants 
Daniel MacLaughlin, George MacLaughlin 
an. Charles MacLaughlin, carrying on busi- 
ness as a firm of solicitors in Coleraine. 

In the statement oí claim plaintiffs stated 
that at the time of the matters raised they 
were the clients of the defendants, and they 
said that they had suffered damage by the 
alleged negligence, breach of duty and mis 
representation of the defendants, as solicitors 
retained by and for them in the matter of a 
loan of £509, the property of the plaintifis, 
to one Bernard Friel on the security of 
licensed premises situate in Kerr street, Quay 
Head, Portrush, lately held by Hugh Gillen 
(deceased) under a lease dated 3lst October, 
1904, for a term of 29 years from Ist May, 
1915, subject to the yearly rent of £50. 
Plaintiffs stated that defendants advised them 
that Margaret Gillen was at and prior to her 
death the absolute owner of the lease, where- 
as she was entitled to one undivided third 
share only of the premises. 

There were other. averments, and the state- 
ment set out that the business turned. out 
insolvent, and in October, 1926, the publie- 
house was closed. Tvaintiffs claimed £850 
damages. 

DEFENDANTS’ DENIAL. 

Defendants, in their defence, denied that 
Kathleen Quinn was a client, or that they 
had been retained as solicitor for such plain- 
ti , and further denied the alleged negligence, 
breach of duty or misrepresentation. 

William John Doherty, in evidence, stated 
that on the occasion of the death of Mrs. 
Gillen he had a conversation with the 
manager of the publichouse, and later inter- 
viewed Mr. MacLaughlin, senior, at his office 
in Coleraine, relative to security for money 
he (witness) was going to lend. Mr. Mac- 
Laughlin told him it was a good secarity, 
that there were twenty years of the lease to 
run, and that, in fact, 1t was as secure as 
the Bank of England. The witness gave evi- 
dence as to money he had spent on tho 
premises, which were now closed, although 
the Gillen family still resided there. 

In cross-examinatiou, he said that. he knew 
Hugh Gillen well, and also said that after 
hs death a public subscription was opened 
for the benefit of the family. He had heard 
that there was a mortgage already on the 
premises. . When the ryanager asked him 
could he lend the Gillens money he went to 
Mr, MacLaughlin to get advice in relation 
to security. He knew of the existing jnort- 
age, but was not aware of any debts left 
E Mrs. Gillen. 


THE DEFENCE. 

Opening the defence, Mr. Begley, K.C., 
said that his clients were a firm of solicitors 
carrying on a well established practice in 
Coleraine, and up to the present moment no 
one had ever suggested any question as to 
the undoubted honesty of the firm im its 
transactions. This was the first time in tlie 
eareer of the principal of the firm and of the 
firm itself that a question of muisrepresenta- 
tion had been raised, 

Counsel then submitted that there was no 
misrepresentation and that there was no negli- 
gence. If there had been a mistake on the 
first mortgage, such mistake had been cured, 
The lease was an ordinary lease containing 
the usual covenants, and there was not the 
slightest evidence that tlie plaintiff had lost 
anything as in consequence of the sale. He 
submitted that what had occurred was that 
the premises were neglected, although plain- 
tiff, as assignee, was entitled to step in and 
take control and look after them, a thing he 
could not have done bad there been a sub- 
demise. 

Mr. Daniel MacLaughlin, one of the de- 
fendants, also gave cry cid] and damages as 
stated were awarded. '

The latter is 
really no more or less than the practical 
application of that elementary arith- 
metical principle—viz., that if two men 
could build a brick house in twenty days, 
then two hundred men could build it 
in one-Hfth of a day. There can be few 
who ould not question the practical ap- 
plication of this principle: the impossi- 
bility, for example, of getting two 
hundred men to work harmoniously, each 
unhampered by his fellows,.on the con- 
struction of one small brick house. 

We can visualise the difficulties that 
beset the builders of the Pyramids and, 
ulso, the Tower of Babel, where, in each 

se, whole armies of workers were em- 
ployed. Perhaps, it might not show too 
mach disrespect for their efforts if we 
ssumed that herein lay the reason for 
the failure of one and the ordinate length 
of time spent in building the other, which 
might have been eliminated by a little 
scientific application of the principle of 
the division of labour. At any rate, 
to-day we have ninety thousand men in 
one automobile factory, turning out one 
complete car every five seconds. — 


ONE MAN ONE JOB. 

To attain this end we see the adoption 
of a process of super-specialisation— 
specialisation to a degree undreamed of 
by the man in the street, who has never 
investigated, process by process, the 
fabricating of the complete product. 
Every department is a cog in the huge 
wheel, and every man and his job—no 
matter how unimportant that job may 
be—comprise a vital particle of that cog. 
And with the men, so with the 
wachines: there is little to distinguish 
between the two, with the exception, 
perhaps, that up to the present the men 
comprise the more intelligent section of 
the machines. 

The pinnacle of perfection in scientific 
management is reached when the opera- 
lion of each part is so timed as to be 
completed at just that instant when the 
finished part must take its place to be as- 
rembled into the larger unit. We see 
this exemplified in any large automobile 
plant, if we commence, say, at the point 
where the frame emerges, still hot, from 
the riveting department: it is carried on 
the main conveyor line, which is in con- 
tinuous motion; and, as it passes down 
the line, the various parts to be assembled 
to the chassis frame are brought to it at 
certain measured intervals by sub-con- 
veyor lines, also in motion, but moving at 
right angles to the main line. There is 
no man-handling of the parts, no move- 
ment of material across the factory floors 
from one point to another, no delay and 
no excited rushing: for everything must 
he in the right place at the richt time. 
It represents altogether a perfection in 
timing: a marvel of synchronisation of 
operations. 


CLIMBING THE TARIFF WALLS. 

Not one of the least beneficial results of 
continuous flow production is that effect- 
ing the moral of the workers in general. 
It seems to act with the effect of a 
metronome throughout the whole factory, 
keeping each man up to his job and “‘ on 
time,” but not overcrowding him, and 
eliminating that condition of inequality 
wherein one man fairly strained every 
muscle to get his part of the operation 
finished, and in the meantime the next 
man twiddled his thumbs, waiting “ for 
the work to come through,”’ as in the old 
factory departmental system. 

It is as a result of this miracle of pro- 
duction that America to-day is able to 
export her antomobiles, both low and

Spills in the Hunting Field. 


People who do not hunt a great deal 
are quite seriously concerned about the 
number of accidents in the field since the 
season opened in England. Those who 
are out with the hounds on every possible 
occasion say that things are not really 
worse than usual. Everybody expects to 
take a toss at some time or other. Bad 
horsemanship is not always responsible, 
It is much more the reckless riding of 
young people in the field. They want 
excitement and all the thrills of the chase, 
They never see danger; but sometimes 
their behaviour brings down somebody 
else by causing a horse to bolt or shy. 
With the sad exception of:the late Mr. 
Bertram Barton's fatal accident, the Irish 
hunting field has been happily free from 
serious mishaps this season. 


Sir Henry Wynne as Law Student. 


When Sir Henry A. Wynne was Chief 
Crown Solicitor for Ireland he made many 
enduring friendships in Dublin. Before he 
came to Dubli« he was equally popular in 
Cork, where his family resiacd for genera- 
tiens. Sir Henry was one of those whom 
the conflicts of the period forced out of 
Ireland, greatly to Ireland's loss. He has 
since been attached, in the capacity of 
legal adviser on Irish affairs, to the 
department of Secretary of State for the 
Dominions, and has been most helpful, 
as I know, to many Irish refugees who are 
deeply indebted to him for generous 
advice and aid. I saw him not long ago 
in London looking fresh and well. I 
could gather from him that he misses very 
much the severance of his Irish ties and 
friendships. He is preparing to be called 
to the English Bar and, I Jearn, has just 
passed examinations in constitutional and 
criminal law in London. 


The Waratahs’ Christmas. 


The Waratahs will be in London over 
Christmas, and will have a dinner and 
Christmas party as guests of the London 
Rugby Union after the match at Twicken- 
ham on Boxing Day. I hope that there 
is nothing sinister in the announcement 
that the first place to which they will be 
taken by their hosts of the L.R.U. during 
a long round of sight-seeing will be the 
Central Criminal Court.

One of the younger 
members of the party was so affected by 
it that, standing with shoulders square 
and head back, and looking straight to 
his front. he was heard to soliloquise 
thus: “My God, vou talk about a 
Republic—give me a King.” 


Cinema Queues. 


When is something going to be done 
about the Dublin cinema queues? The 
inhabitants of the Irish capital are 
notoriously long-suffering, but I am sur- 
prised that their patience has not been 
exhausted long ago by the absurd system 
which prevails at some of the city’s best 
known establishments. I speak with feel- 
ing in the matter because last night I 
made a vain effort to get into one of these 
houses. The show was advertised to begin 
at 8.30, so at about 7.30 I took my place 
in an enormous queue, which stretched for 
some hundreds of yards along the street. 
It was a bitterly cold night, and the people 
in the queue were shivering. Having 
waited for some time, I decided to go along 
to the door of the cinema and s>y out the 
land, and on reaching the entrance I met 
a friend coming out, who informed me 
that there were no more seats, but that he 
had been offered standing room in the 
most expensive place at the most expensive 
price. At a conservative estimate there 
must have been three hundred people in 
the queue at this time, and obviously no 
more than a handful of themcould hope to 
get in—even to stand. 


The Need for Reform. 


This condition of affairs is grossly un- 
fair to the public, and there can be no 
excuse for it. Surely the managements of 
the various picture-houses know the 
maximum capacity of their establishments, 
and thev should take steps to let their 
patrons know whether or net they are 
likely to be admitted. It ought to be 
possible to devise some method of issuing 
number tokens to those who line up, so 
that they need not stand in the cold for 
hours on end. The present system would 
not be tolerated in any other city in 
Europe, and I think that the various 
cinema proprietors would be well advised 
to institute drastic reforms before the 
new vear.

The Cambridge Team. 


One of the most interesting personalities 
in the Cambridge Rugby team which meets 
Dublin University to-day is Mr. Windsor 
Lewis, the brilliant young Welsh half- 
back. Windsor Lewis was educated at

Mrs. G. Hill Tulloch is to be congratulated 
on having got together in Dublin a company 
of amateur players who can give Sierra's 
‘The Cradle Song " with all the beautiful 
simplicity that is the prevailing note in this— 
probably the most human—of al] the plays of 
the popular Spanish dramatist. They did 
it before at the Abbey Theatre under the 
wgis of the Dublin Drama League; they are 
doing it this week for the benefit of the 
city’s hospitals for children. Last night's 
atronage Was encouraging, not alone to Mrs. 
[ulloch and her company, but to those who, 
in spite of everything, still hold the view that 
there is left in Dublin a genuine, ‘nheriied 
taste .fLor the stage at its best. 

Simplicity was the keynote of last night's 
performance, which attracted a good audience. 
There is no character in the play to whom 
Sierra has not given a distinct individusiity. 
There is the Prioress, good, and all-embrac- 
ing in her human sympathy; the Vicaress, 
hardened and ascetic with the rules of the 
Order paramount in her thoughts; Sister 
Marcella, the juvenile of the ig my en 
Sister Joanna, who remembers how her baby 
brother cried when she left her village oome 
for the convent—there are so I more of 
them, lovingly and sympathetically drawn. 
The only man that counts is the doctor, who, 
flippant man of the world though he is, yet 
suecumbs to the atmosphere of the com: 
munity which he has tended professionally 
for forty years. All these characters ap- 

red on the Abbey stage last night in their 
rue dramatic perspective. The players gave 
of their best, and their team work was spien- 
did.

“ What Price Cilory,”’

another war film. It seeks to show the awful 
price that the individual has pay 
“ glorious” war. As one of the characters 
says: ‘‘There is something wrong with a 
world which has to be wet down every thirty 
years with the blood of nations.’’ Certainly 
the honour and glory of fighting for one’s 
country and allies does not, as one sees it in 
this film, provide any “uplift.” Rather the 
contrary is the case, and men are seen here 
stripped to the basest elementary passions. 

A contingeut of American marines, who 
have spent some years in China and the 
Asiatic stations (where discipline is repre 
sented as slack) are drafted to France in 1917. 
They are represented as a hard-drinking, 
hard-living lot behind the line, led by a 
rough company commander. This 
and his sergeant-major are attvacted by the 
daughter of an innkeeper, a pretty girl, rather 
spoiled by her association with different types 
passing up to the line.

UNMARRIED MOTHERS. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISII TIMES. 

Sir,—We owe a debt of gratitude to the 
Committee for the Reform of the Laws 
relating to the Protection of Women and 
Girls for publishing “one of the chief causes 
that lie behind this very serious problem.” 
I understand that in Dublin these poor girls 
are chiefly girls from the country and are 
often little more than children. ot only is 
the age of consent much too low (sixteen 
years), but that a man should be allowed to 
"lead reasonable belief that the girl was of 
egal age, and so escape the consequences of 
his act, is an seapeaibhe state of affairs. 
Miss Macnaghten’s argument is good for 
raising the age of consent to twenty-one 
years, as has been done in some countries ; 
for it is surely ag important to protect the 
girl as to protect her property. 

I hope that we may rely on the co-operation 
of the legal profession in pressing on the 
Government the immediate necessity of legis- 
lation to raise the age of consent and to 
establish the system of affiliation orders. We, 
as a people, have been callous too long to the 
dangers and sufferings of the most tender and 
defenceless members of the community.—

LORD DENBIGH AND THE 


EARLDOM OF DESMOND. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sir,—The writer of your “ Irishman’s 


Diary” is not quite correct in stating 
that the first Earl of Desmond was the 
third son of Lord Denbigh, who fought on 
the side of Charles I. in the Civil War. The 
first Earl of Desmond was Maurice Fitz- 
gerald, who was Lord Justice of Ireland in 
1312, and was created Earl of Desmond on 
the 22nd August, 1329. He married, in 1312, 
Margaret, fifth daughter of Richard de Burgh 
(the Red Ear! of Ulster). She died in 1331, 
and the Earl of Desmond then married 
Aveline, daughter of Nicholas Fitzmaurice, 
third Lord of Kerry and Lixnaw. He took 
an active part in the war against Bruce in 
Scotland. He died in Dublin on the 25th 
January, 1355, and “was buried at Tralee. 
The way in which the Earldom of Des- 
mond went to the Denbigh family was as 
follows:—James, fifteenth Earl of Desmond, 
took part in the ‘‘ Desmond Wars” against 
the English in Munster, and was murdered 
at Glenageenty, near Tralee, on the llth 
November, 1583. His first wife was the 


widow of James, eleventh Earl of Ormonde. 
James the sixteenth Earl, was born in Eng- 
land, and was known as ‘The Queen's 
Earl.” Most c; his life was spent in the 
Tower of London. He died in 1601, aged 
thirty. *His death ended the legal line of 
the Earls of Desmond, and his nephew, 
James, was known as ‘‘ The Sugar Earl.'' 
His uncle’s lands .(300,000 acres) had been 
confiscated and divided among English 
settlers after the defeat of the Desmonds 
in the great rebellion. ‘‘ The Sugar Earl ”’ 
joined Hugh O'Neill in his insurrection, He 
was captared in the Galtee Mountains by 
his cousin, the White Knight, and was taken 
to the Tower of London by Carew. He 
lost bis mina, and died in the Tower in 1608, 
He was buried in the Tower Chapel. His 
brether, John Desmond, went te Spain, 
where he was styled Conde de Desmond. 
He died in Barcelona in 1616. 

Thomas, tenth Ear: of Ormonde (Black 
Tom), in right of his mother, Joan Fitz- 
gerald (daughter of the eleventh Earl of 
Desmond), claimed the Earldom of Desmond 
after his death and attainder of all the 
heirs male. Karl Thomas’s daughter mar- 
ried Sir Richard Preston, a favourite of 
James I., and the title of Earl of Desmond 
was conferred upo:. Preston. When Pres- 
ton’s only child (a daughter) was betrothed 
to the son of the Earl of Denbigh the title 
of Earl of Desmond was conferred upon the 
intended ‘bridegroom, The marriage never 
took place, but the title was retained, and 
is still held by the Denbigh family.—Yours, 
etc., Joun O'FiLyNn.

While recognising that 
tle intention of cutting off the dazzle for 
the driver of an approaching vehicle is 
laudable, my committee consider that the 
sudden deprivation « light for the other 
driver, on the whole, intensifies rather than 
lessens road risks, and that the risk of acci- 
dent through the sudden switching off of 
headlights is greater than that present 
through any dazzle associated with them. 
Further, the committee must express their 
strong disapprobation of the practice of some 
motor drivers of flashing their headlights in 
and out on approaching another vehicle 
whose driver has not switched off. This is 
both objectionable and offensive, and gives

AN IRISHMAN’S 
ESTATE. 


ACTION IN LONDON 
FAILS. 


- 


The action arising out of the will of the 
late Mr. Thomas Murphy, clothier, of Glad- 
stone House, Chesterfield, who died unmarried 
on March 17, 1924, leaving an estate valued 
at £100,000, was further heard by Mr. Justice 
wussell in the Chancery Division, London, 
yesterday. The trustees of the estate, (the 
executors of the late Mr, William Deaken 
Wadsworth, of The Park, Buxton, and Mr. 
Henry Archibald Sanders, solicitor, ot 
Somersall, Chesterfield, asserted that the 
residue of the estate, about £50,000, was left 
to them absolutely; but they were now sued 
by Mrs. Bridget Rooney, of Clon Allen, 
Warrenpoint, County Down, who claimed 
that they held the money merely as trustees 
for the heir-at-law and next-of-kin, and that, 
us she was first cousin to the testator, she 
was entitled to it. 

In a separate defence by Mr. Sanders it 
was alleged that in 1922 testator told him 
that he wished to give the whole of his resi-; 
duary estate to Áir. Wadsworth and Mr. 
Sanders, and that he (Mr. Sandets) agreed 
to hold a moiety for making provision for 
Masses and gifts to the Roman Catholic 
schools and Mount St. Mary's College, 
Chesterfield, and Oxford University. 


CASE FOR PLAINTIFF. 

Sir Patrick Hastings, K.C., for the plaintiff, 
continuing the opening of the case, argued 
that there was no evidence of a secret trust 
such as the Court would enforce. Having 
regard to the relationship between Mr. 
Sanders and the testator, it was for him to 
explain what were the secret trusts upon 
which he held the money. He ought also to 
show that he adequately advised the testator 
as to the effect of what he was doing. 

Mr. Maugham, K.U., for the executors of 
Mr. Wadsworth, submitted that the gift to 
the trustees was absolute for their beneficial 
use. On the rest of the case he submitted 
three points:—That the claim of the plaintiff 
was founded on the will; that in such a claim 
the plaintiff could not dispute the will, except 
on the ground of fraud; and that there was 
not a tittle of evidence to show that either 
Mr. Wadsworth or Mr. Sanders were ever 
guilty of anything approaching fraud. There- 
ore, he submitted that the case failed. 

Mr. Wilfrid Greene, K.C. (for Mr. 
Sanders) said that he adopted Mr, Maugham's 
arguments on the main issue. As to Mr. 
Sanders's case, whether the defence put for- 
ward by him meant that there was a legal, 
or moral, obligation upon him did not matter, 
because he did not draw any distinetion 
between such obligations, What the defence 
really meant was that Mr, Sanders was not 
oing to keep one penny of the money for 
nl. If there were any legal obligation 
upon him it was enforceable by the bene- 
ficiaries, and not by the plaintiff. 


JUDGMENT. 

Mr. Justice Russell, giving judgment, said 
that the main object of Sir Patrick Hastings 
to drive Mr. Sanders into the witness box in 
the hope that in cross-examination he might 
make admissions from which some case might 
be made had failed. It was urged that the 
defendants took the money only as trustees, 
but in the will it was emphasised over and 
over again that this was a gift to them abso- 
lutely—hampered only by the ibility that 
there might be certain honourable obligations 
put upon them, That being so, the plaintiff 
was in a difficult position, use, in order 
to succeed, she must prove fraud, and that 
she had not attempted to do. It was difficult 
to see how any fraud could be rg ig 
seeing that Mr. Sanders had stated he 
was not going to keep one penny of the 
money, but was going to give it away to the 
persons who ' to ve it, 
and who did not include the plaintiff. There- 


jore, the action must be dismissed with costs.

COAL FOR THE POOR, 


SORRY POSITION OF 
DUBLIN TENEMENTS. 


Speaking in support of an appeal to 
the public made at the annual public 
meeting in aid of the Dublin Mansion 
House Coal Fund, held in the Mansion 
House yesterday, Mr, Alfred Byrne, T.D., 
said that he had been in close touch with 
the tenements of Dublin, and he believed 
that things were worse this year than at 
any time during the last twenty years. 
The Most Rev, Dr. Byrne, Roman Catholic 
Archbishop of Dublin, presided. 

The Committee, in presenting the report 
for the seasons 1925-27, reminded their 


were obliged to suspend their operations last 
winter, coal being unobtainable through the 
usual channels. Thanks, however, to the 
public-spirited action of the City Commis- 
sioners, the /rish Jimes, Ltd.; Messrs. A. 
Guinness, Son and Company, Lid.; the 
leading coal merchants, the Irish Motorists’ 
Union, and others, supplies of timber and 
other fuel were made available for distribu- 
tion to the poor of Dublin, and the emergency 
was successfully met.

1926 were considerably in excess of those of 
the previous year. In view of the serious 
volume of unemployment which unfortunately 
existed at present, the Committee trusted to 
receive a generous and prompt response to 
their present appeal. 

The Hon. Treasurer’s report showed a 
balance of £72 5s. 1d. 

ARCHBISHOP’S APPEAL. 

Dr. Byrne, in moving the adoption of the 
report, said that he had particular pleasure 
in being called upon to preside at a meeting 
where the chair was formerly taken by the 
Lord Mayor of the city. He took a keen 
interest in the object for which the meeting 
had been called, and he had no hesitation in 
recommendingg it to the good public of 
Dublin. 

They were not there, he said to discuss 
social matters, or the question of unemploy- 
ment, or how to solve that tremendous pro- 
blem; they were there simply to deal with 
the patent facts of the situation as they 
presented themselves, and to provide some 
small alleviation in the cases of great and 
growing need. What was always almost heart- 
rending about charitable organisations was 
the contemplation of how little they could do. 
There were some things absolutely essential 
to human life, and one of them was warmth 
to keep body and soul together. They knew 
that at present in the city there were 
hundreds of people whose means were so 
scant that they could scarcely provide 
sufficient fire to warm themselves. and also 
provide fire to cook for their humble wanis. 

“In my experience,’’ said the Archbishop. 
“there is nothing in the wide world 
so cheerless as a tenement house, and 
nothing so hopeless as a tenement of a room 
in the basement of one of our old Georgian 
houses, where there is practically no furniture 
except what passes by the name of a bed.”’ 

ONE-ROOMED TENEMENTS. 

Dr. Byrne added that in 1911 one-seventh 
of the population of Dublin were living in 
one-room tenements, Since then the popula- 
tion had inéreased, and to-day virtually one- 
fifth lived in one-roomed tenements. t was 
for Christian men in the City of Dublin to 
provide alleviation of distress at this holy 
Christmas time. 

The Rev. John Carson, B.D., seconded 
the resolution, which was passed unanimously. 

Sir Maurice Dockrell proposed :—'' That 
the Mansion House Coal Fund is deserving 
of the support of the citizens of Dublin.” 
He said that there was general confidence 
in the way in which the fund was dis- 
tributed. 

Mr. M. R. Lawlor seconded the resolution, 
which was supported by the Very Rev. J. 
Flanagan, and adopted. 

The Very Rev. John Flanagan, Adm., Fair- 
view, proposed :—'' That this meeting of 
Dublin citizens has heard with concern of the 
illness of the Rev. Dr. Denham Osborne, 
and trusts that he will soon be returned to 
health and strength.” He said that it was 
not necessary for him to say anything to 
commend the resolution to the meeting. Dr. 
Denham Osborne had been the faithful friend 
of that and other charities in the city. He 
was very active in his good work and in 
his efforts to alleviate suffering. He was 
sure that Dr. Osborne would be glad to 
know that that meeting had learned with 
sorrow of his illness, and wished him a 
speedy recovery. (Applause.) 

WORST FOR TWENTY YEARS. 

Mr. Alfred Byrne, T.D., in seconding, said 
that the Rev. Dr. Osborne was one of their 
most active workers. He recommended the 
Archbishop’s appeal to the citizens of Dublin. 
He had been in close, touch with the tene- 
ments of Dublin, and he believed that things 
were worse this year than at any time during 
the last twenty years. ; 

The Chairman said that he wished most 
cordially to be associated with the remarks 
passed about the Rev. Dr. Denham Osborne, 
who had been associated with every good 
work in the city for a long number of years. 
He also wished to thank the Commissioners 
for giving them the use of the room. 

The resolution was passed unanimously. 

The Rev. J. C. Breakey, on behalf of the 
Rev. Dr. Osborne, returned thanks, He then 
proposes a vote of thanks to the Archbishop 
or presiding. 

Sir Maurice Dockrell seconded the resolu- 
tion, which was passed with acclamation, and 
the Archbishop suitably replied. 

The hon. secretary announced that among 
the subscriptions received was one from the 
Most Rev. Dr. Byrne of £105. (Applause.)

WELCOME RELIEF WORKS. 
GALWAY, Monday. 

This morning 50 men, some of whom had 
been without employment for a year, were 
started on relief works here. 

On Saturday afternoon, when it became 
known that the Galway Urban Council had 
voted £1,000 for relief works to substantiate 
the Government grant, 206 applicants 
crowded around the Borough Engineer's 
offices. Of these 130 were married men with 
families. The married men were given pre- 
ference, and 40 of them started this morning 
to clear and level Salthill Park, while ten 
others were employed in clearing the ground 
at, the back of the Wood quay houses. 

The widening of the dangerous corner at 
Nile Lodge by the County Council, which 
will be begun to-morrow, will give employ- 
ment to another 20 or 30 men, and 25 are 
engagéd in laying underground mains for the 
post office telephones. 

A labour census shows that 860 men are out 
of work in the city, the high number being 
due in part to the influx of country workers, 
who, it 1s held, should be given the means to 
live on the land. 


GAS EXPLOSION AND 
FIRE. 


ALARM IN A MINING TOWN. 

A gas explosion and a fire occurred in 
different parts of the small colliery town of 
Ferndale, Rhondda valley, yesterday. The 
explosion took place in Protheroe street at the 
front of No. 9, which was occupied by Mrs. 
Thomas and her daughter, wrecking their 
home and damaging the houses adjoining. A 
cat owned by Mr. Davies, who lives two doors 
away, was seen to stagger across the room, 
and immediately afterwards Mr. Davies's two 
children and his wife fainted. They were 
rushed into back rooms while the alarm was 
raised, but the neighbours had also heen 
troubled and were about to leave. when there 
was a terrific blast at No. 9, followed by 4 
series of smaller explosions. 

Mrs. Thomas and her son-in-law, who were 
in the middle room, had a wonderful escape, 
as the partition crashed at their feet. All 
the furniture was destroyed, and the walls 
and windows of almost the whole block were 
affected. Another danger from fire was 
averted when hundreds of people ran ir and, 
forming a bucket chain, put the fire out, 

The report of the explosion was heard s*me 
miles down the valley, and it had been feared 
that a colliery explosion had taken place, The 
victims soon recovered after receiving medical 
attendance, 

The pitiful moaning of a cat at a house in 
Bryn street, about two hundred varils away, 
drew the attention of the occupants to a fire 
that had broken out in a back room a couple 
of hours earlier. Neighbours and police came 
quickly and the fire was soon under control, 
but much damage was done to the furniture,

WELFARE OF DUMB 
ANIMALS. | 


WORK AT DUBLIN 
DISPENSARY. 
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At the meeting oí the Dublin Rotary Club 
In Clery's Restaurant, Dublin, yesterday, 
Lord Glenavy delivered an address on the new 
Hospital for the Sick Animals of the Poor. 
Those who were interested in the welfare of 
dumb animals, he said, had every reason to 
be grateful to the Rotary Club for giving 
this opportunity of presenting their case to 
such a representative audience of Dublin 
citizens, This particular Association, which 
is called the Blue Cross Association, regis- 
tered within the last few weeks as a friendly 
society, is the first institution of its kind to 
which such a favour has been extended. It 
owes. its origin to a feeling among a great 
many people that our unfortunate dumb pets, 
and dumb animals generally, were often the 
victims of unnecessary suffering, apart from 
the question of cruelty, and the increased 
dangers of the streets consequent on the de- 
velopment of motor traffic. The time had 
come when an institution of this kind became 
necessary. 

WORK AT THE DISPENSARY. 

The institution started in June, 1926, with 
only £35 in the hands of the few persons who 
founded it, and with this small sum those 
zealous lovers of animals and domestic pets, 
in the dispensary at 4a Portobello Harbour, 
Dublin, were enabled to afford valuable treat- 
ment to seven thousand cases that suffered 
from disease or injury of one sort or another 
in those eighteen months. They had an 
average of fifty cases a day. The demand 
for the service was becoming so large that 
those in charge of the dispensary found it 
necessary to look for large premises, which 
they found at the rear of Fitzwilliam place, 
and to which they would remove after Christ- 
mas. They were starting with a staff of 
voluntary workers, who were superintended 
by a qualified veterinary surgeon (Captain 
Reavy). The number of cases that were 
being brought to the dispensary was perfectly 
amazing. Most animals were subject to the 
same complaints as human beings, and were 
capable of being relieved and saved from 
pain and suffering. Ric | 

Some people would say: “Oh, is it not 
ridiculous to be wasting money on cats and 
dogs when you have sick children in the city 
upon whom it might better be spent!” That 
did not appeal to him for two reasons. First, 
the person who says that is not very kind, 
even to children; and secondly, he did not 
think that such a person who had not a 
benevolent disposition towards dumb animals 
would feel any obligation to poor children. 
He felt sure that r sick children were 
not going to suffer because a little attention 
was being devoted to suffering dumb animals. 

THE DUBLIN &.P.C.A. 

Then, again, it might be said, *‘Are you 
not cutting across the work of the Society 
for Prevention of Cruelty to Animals?’ His 
answer was that this new dispensary was an 
aid to the work of the Society. The Society’s 
aim was to prevent cruelty, while the work 
of the dispensary was the treatment and cure 
of disease. e poor persons who worked 
diseased horses for their dAily bread could 
not take them to the Veterinary College 
because that College closed at 5 o'clock, and 
the workingman's day's work was not over 
at that hour. The Society for the Prevention 
of Cruelty to An welcomed the inter- 
vention of this new a sean which enabies 
the owners to bring their animals there for 
treatment at an of their disease. 
It had oh: Á greatly diminished the amount 
of suffering to which poor animals had been 
exposed. work was being done on a 
purely voluntary basis, and it was a great 
testimony to the devotion of Miss Hoey and 
her assistants that they had during the last 
eighteen months attended to the wants of 
seven thousand of these dumb animals. It 


| 


was almost pathetic to see the attention and 
devotion with which children nursed the 
animals and the anxious way in which they 
watch the operations, The treatment that the 
animals received was in its way an education 
to these young children, because it taught 
them the elementary lesson that they should 
be kind and gentle with dumb animais 
CLAIM ON THE PUBLIC. 

“I think,” said Lord Glenavy, “that this 
dispensary is an institution that has come to 
stay, and one that deserves public support. 
Their main expense is the rent of the 
premises and the cost of medical necessaries, 
and I am sure that there is sufficient 
benevolence in the City of Dublin to provide 
that necessary fund.”’ 

What was most wanted was to interest the 
public in the work, to spread the news that 
this place exists, and that dumb animals were 
going to have a better time of it in the 
future. Anyone who loved dumb animals 
must be conscious that they are just as 
sensitive to pain as human beings, and the 
remarkable thing about them was the extra- 
ordinary endurance and patience with which 
they behaved once the immediate injury was 
over. He had seen animals torn a el to 
pieces as the result of a fight or being run 
over in the street, and yet after the first 
indications of pain there was nothing more 
heard from them. When they were broucht 
to the dispensary they seemed to realise that 
everything was being done for them, and 
placed themselves unreservedly in the hands 
of those who treated them. 

TREATMENT OF ANIMALS. 

On behalf of the dispensary, and those who 
were giving voluntary service to it, he 
thanked the Rotary Club for the tremendons 
favour conferred on them in giving them 
this gee i of putting their case betore 
the public, and letting them know that the 
place was available for the treatment of 
injured animals and animals suffering from 
disease of any kind. If an animal was 
found incurable it was given a painiess death 
under scientific methods in a lethal chamber. 

On the motion of Mr. Charles Jacob, 
seconded by Mr. Charles Murphy, the thanks 
of the club were voted to Lord Glenavy.

Mr. O’Connell, hon. secretary, announced 
the arrangements made for Christmas treais 
to the inmates of the Orthopedic Hospital, 
the National Hospital, Harcourt street, and 
the Children’s Hospital, Temple street, on 
Thursday next. On the following day a 
treat will be given to the inmates of the 
Cappagh Hospital. 

Mr. William Findlater, who presided, made 
a touching reference to the death of Sir Simon 
Maddock, a member of the club, and an ex- 
pression of condolence with his relatives was 
ordered to be conveyed to them.

WHELER, 


The funeral of Sir Granville Wheler, Bart., 
M.P. for the Faversham Division of Kent, 
took place yesterday at Ledsham, Yorks, the 
remains having been removed to Ledstone 
Hall, Castleford, during the week-end from 
Otterden place, Faversham, where he died 
last Wednesday. Memorial services were 
held in many places in the Faversham con- 
stituency.

Christmas Weather. 


This week's weather brings the 
promisey-or threat—-of an “old-fashioned 
Christmas”; for winter has descended 
in full severity on the whole of Europe. 
In Austria the thermometer has reached 
horrible depths below zero. France is 
icebound, and the highest temperature 
in. Paris yesterday was only nine degrees 
above freezing-point. Even in the Riviera 
snow has fallen heavily, to the extreme 
annoyance of a population that lives on 
foreign sun-seekers. The younger citizens 
of Cannes must have looked at one 
another with a wild surmise when they 
awoke to find seven inchés of snow in 
the streets; for no such fall has occurred 
there since 1893. Snow has fallen also 
in Rome, where it is an unusual spectacle. 
The glass fell below ffeezing-point yester- 
day in most parts of Great Britain ; heavy 
snow-storms have streamed across the 
Yorkshire Wolds and the Scottish H:h- 
lands, and 20 degrees of frost were 
recorded in Banffshire. Ireland has, by 
tradition, an excitable temperament and 
an equable temperature. Now, however, 
while she remains, -by contrast, the 
warmest corner of Northern Europe, she 
has surprised: her inhabitants with a spell 
of uncommonly severe weather. The 
hitter winds of the last three days have 
made walking an unpleasant business. 
and the streets of ‘Dublin have emptied 
themselves before the normal hour. Snow 
has fallen heavily in the West—the snow- 
capped omnibyses entering Dublin yester- 
day “brought notice of its- approach.

NO SIGN OF BREAK IN THE 
SEVERE WEATHER. 

The intense frost of yesterday. morning, 
when the ground temperature fell: to 
within six degrees of zero in some of the 
London suburbs was followed by exception- 
ally cold weather throughout the day over 
most of the country. sá 

At several places the maximum tempera- 
ture of the afternoon was as low as any 
registered during the creat frosts of 1890. 
1891 and 1895. Over by far the greater 
part of Britain the thermometer never rose 
as high as thirty degrees. In many dis- 
tricts, including some‘ of the London 
suburbs, the mercury has now been con- 
tinuously below freezing print for more 
than one hundred hours. This is a record 
that has not been equalled since the long 
war-time frost of January and February, 
1917. 

Snow has again. been widespread, and 
heavy falls are reported from many eastern 
districts. Even Cornwall and the Scilly 
Isles did not escape.

MANY THOUSANDS 
SLAUGHTERED.

. HONG KONG, Monday. 

Though the Communist movement has been 
quelled in the provincial capital, Canton, it is 
still flourishing in various parts of the 
Province of’ Kwantung, whence tens ofl 
thousands of refugees. are continuing to pour 


into Hong Kong. 
Tales of horror are recounted by many of 


these unfortunate sufferers. 

The movement originated with the forma- 
tion of the Society of Peasants, which re- 
velled in frightfulness. There have. been 
wholesale cold-blooded butcheries and tortur- 
ings in several towns. 

At Mullung, for example, a hundred in- 
habitants were slaughtered, another five 
hundred at Shipsing, a thousand at Hoifung, 
and a thousand at Lukfung, all these cities 
being in Eastern Kwantung. 

A typical case of barbarity occurred at 
Shipsing, where a distinguished Chinese 
scholar was brutally tortured. . After his 
nose had been cut off and his tongue pulled 
out, he was paraded through the streets and 
subsequently put to death. 


2,000 HOUSES DESTROYED. 
From Revrer's CORRESPONDENT, 
HUNG KONG, Monday. 

The Chinese benevolent delegation which 
visited Canton to organise relief has now re- 
turned. Its members report that over two 
thousand houses were destroyed by fire and 
that the casualties number 5,000. Seven 
hundred corpses have already been buried. 

Wealthy Chinese residents are transferring 
their valuables to Shameen, the European 
uarter, for safe custody, and the British 
Consul General has advised all British sub- 
jects in the vicinity of Canton to take refuge 
at, Shameen until the situation becomes satis- 
factory. 

FIVE RUSSIANS EXECUTED. 

Gruesome pictures of recent events at 
Canton are reaching here. One of them is a 
photograph of Hassis, the Soviet ViceConsul, 
who, according to reliable news, was one of 
the five Russians executed on December 14. 

The photo shows Hassis with his hands 
pinioned behind his back, and, without socks 
or shoes, lying flat on the execution ground, 
his face ai sideways. 

It is stated that he was among the Rus- 
sians who directed the revolutionaries at 
police headquarters when they were recap- 
tured by Li Fu-Klam’s soldiers. 

The Soviet Consul-General and his staff are 
still under arrest. A mass of seized Russian 
documents is being examined. 


1,000,000 LEAVE. 

TSINAN FU (SHANTUNG), Monday. 

Owing to the wholesale banditry, military 
oppression, and depredations, an enormous 
exodus 18 proceeding from the Shantung pro- 
vince to Manchuria.

CONSULATE RAIDED.

It 
appears that eleven Russians were killed 
while leading various parties of Reds in their 
attacks on police stations and other Govern- 
ment buildings during the recent rising, now 
suppressed.

GOVERNMENT TAKES 
STRONG ACTION.

LISBON, Monday. 

Folioting the many recent ' Red’’ plots 
and attempts against the Government with 

ombs dnd other explosives, and conspiracies 
within the Army, the Government has now 
taken strong precautionary measures, which, 
they believe, will prevent any further revolu- 
tionary outbreak. 

During the past few days many suspects 
have been rounded up, buildings raided, and 
secret stores of bombs and explosives confis- 
cated. Several Bolshevik groups have been 
discovered working actively in the Army. 
These discoveries have led to the arrest of 
several non-commissioned officers and to a 
considerable number of apprehensions of 
known revolutionaries, most of whom have 
been, or will be, quietly deported to the 
Atrican colonses. 

The discovery of such revolutionary activity 
has caused the Government to take special 
weasures of precaution. During the past 
week there has been a noticeable tightening 
up of the Censorship, and armed patrols have 
heen kept in the streets every night. 

Heavy detachments of troops are also being 
kept at Edtoncamento and Pampuilhoso, where 
the railways cross the frontier to Spain, 
and special diligence is being applied in 
eramining the papers of everyone entering 
the country. 

The Government believes that it will be 
able to cope with any outbreak which may 
occur.

BRITISH FISHERMEN’S

RESCUE WORK STOPPED 
BY GALE. 


From REUTER $ CORRESPONDENT. 
NEW YORK, Monday. 

Though there is little hope, according 
to experts, of any of the survivors of the 
submarine 8.4 being got out of the hull 
of the submarine alive, every device known 
to naval science has been brought into 
piay to save the men if it is humanly 
possible. 

The whole country. is deeply concerned 
over their fate, and special editions of 
the evening papers are being rushed into 
the streets, giving the latest bulletins 
from Provincetown.’ The grim fight 
between the ingenuity of man and the 
resources of science on the one hand 
and the cruel sea god on the other has 
gripped the imagination of all America. 

People seem uninterested in the 
technical details of the rescue operations. 
All they know is, that apparently some 
six men are still struggling for lile in a 
tinv compartment of the crippled sub- 
marine, on the cteel sides of which they 
once more to-day tapped their pleas for 
help, while twenty fathoms above them 
scores of.rescuers waited and prayed for a 
calm sea. 

RESGUE WORK STOPPED. | 

Raging out of the wild Atlantic, just 
when it seemed that a rescue might be 
possible, a fierce gale swept yound the 
tip of Cape Cod and howled down Massa- 
chusetts Bay to mock the frantic efforts 
of the men trying to save the inmates oi 
the 8.4 and to paralyse, temporarily at 
least, the work of a dozen expert divers. 

The sea was rough and the tempera- 
ture below freezing point. Every unit in 


1 the rescue fleet was festooned with icicles, 


and the minesweeper Falcon, from which 
the operations are being directed, was 
sheathed in ice like some ghost vessel from 
the frozen North. 

Should the weather conditions improve, 
it is likely that further attempts will be 
made by divers this. evening. 

“PLEASE HURRY.” 

Other messages laboriously tapped -out 
by the divers and the men inside the 
submarine were reported by Admiral 
Brumby, in charge of the submarine 
fleet :— 

“JIs gas bad?” 

“No: but air. How long will you be 
now?” 

“How many are there?’’ 

“There are six: Please hurry. 
you be long now! ' 

‘We are doing everything possible.”’ 

There is no evidence so far that anyone 
is alive in other parts of the ship.

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IMPORTED MALTING 
BARLEY. 


NO CUSTOMS DUTY IN 
BRITAIN. 


In a memorandum on a malting barley 
tax, issued by the British . Ministry oí 
Agriculture last. night, it is stated that 
“a Customs duty on imported malting 
barley would be difficult to administer, 
would be open to the. possibility of 
evasion, would impose irritating restric- 
tions on all traders in barley and malt, 
and would be of doubtful advantage to 
the farmer. For these reasons ‘the 
Government cannot see their way to 
accept the proposal.’’ 

The Agricultural Tribunal of Investiga- 
tion in 1925 recommended that a duty of 
ten shillings a quarter should be imposed 
on imported malting barley, to be col. 
lected at the brewery, distillery or malt- 
house, with a preference of one-third on 
barley imported from the Dominions. 
The duty suggested by the Tribunal was, 
therefore, an Excise duty, and not a 
Customs duty. 

It was pointed out that agriculturists 
would object to a duty on all imported 
barley, as they desired cheap foreign 
barley for feeding live-stock. It was im- 
possible for the Government to impose 
an Excise duty on imported malting 
barley, leaving home-grown malting harley 
free, without modification of the pro- 
visions of certain commercial treaties.

OUTSIDE INTERFERENCE

i PARIS, Monday. 

The Senate debate on the Budget estimates 
was begun this afternoon. M. Henri Cheron, 
whose report has already been presented, gave 
further evidence as to the manner in which 
the expenditure of the 42,000,000,000 francs 
(£550,000,000) was apportioned, -He stated 
that the debt and sinking fund had absorbed 
some 20,000,000,000 francs (about 
£167,000,000) ; pensions, 80,000,000,000 francs 
(about -. £67,000,000) ; national . defence,. 
7,600,000,000 francs (about -£63,000,000) ; 
civil’ and military persdnnél, 8,000,000,000 
francs, He pointed out that the total was 
about -5,000,000,000 francs (£25,000,000) in 
excess of last year’s Budget, and that the 
volume of expenditure was continually in- 
creasing... It was, he said, impossible that 
this should go on indefinitely, as -the -re- 
sources of the taxpayer were limited. 

NM. Cheron referred again to the pressure 
exercised by. interested groups to. the detri- 
ment of the Budget. Business groups, he 
said, demanded fiscal exemptions, groups of 
Officials or pensioners demanded increases, 
and new groups, never before heard of, were 
pressing their claims fof special treatment... 
fhey were numerous; they " strong; they 
were federated. They exercised 
upon Governments and upon Chambers; they 
increased. These petty and selfish sovereign- 
ties were gradually sapping the sovereignty of 
the nation, They were a public danger, and, 
in particular, a danger to the national 
finances, and it was time the Republic re- 
gained its protected its 
Parliament against; outside interference. 

M. Poincaré pointed out that. the Cham- 
ber had-examined the Budget with excep- 
tional care. It contained nothing that could 
provoke a conflict between the two: Chambers. 
In the interest of French financial reconstruc- 
tion, all that now mattered was to pass it 
without delay. 

Ihe general discussion was then closed, 
and the detailed examination begun.

MACHINE FORCED DOWN.

, NEW YORK, Monday. 

The third of the four air battleships from 
which the United States Army Air Corps will 
choose a standard bomber left Roosevelt Field, 
Long Island, yesterday on a test fight, but 
was forced down at Aberdeen, Maryland, 
when engine trouble developed late in the 
day, The machine was a new Sikorsky 
bomber guardian, and the flight was intended 
to be made to Bolling Field, Washington, and 
thence, after inspection, to Dayton, Ohio, 
where severe tests were to be made by the 
Army engineers stationed there. 
| While the machine -was flying over Southern 
Delaware the engine faltered, and, as it was 
impossible to detect. the cause, the emergency 
‘walve of one fuel tank. was opened, and 500 
allons of petrol were emptied to lighten the 
oad. Temporary improvement was followed 
“by: sputtering, and the engine finally stopped. 
The-.pilot landed the machine, but it was 
found. impossiblé to make the necessary te 
pairs on account of the darkness, and it was 
decided to remain -in Aberdeen overnight. 
The designer,» Mr. Igor Sikorsky, was on 
board, and a crew of three mechanics and

Should Irish, Scottish and. Welsh 
members of the House of Commons have 
voted on the Prayer-book measure last 
Thursday? was the question which was 
debated in the lobbies and smoke-rooms of 
the House of Commons yesterday, and the 
general view seemed to be that they were 
within their rights in doing so, since the 
Church of England is an established body. 

Many members held that it was not only 
a right, but a duty, to exercise their vote 
on the subject. The following views were 
expressed :— 

Lapy Iveacu (whose maiden speech in 
favour of the measure was a feature of 
the debate).—As long as the Church is 
established, and the. House of Commons 
is the House of Commons, members-must 
undoubtedly exercise their votes.- I think 
it is unfortunate that a man who does 
not belong to the Church of England 
should vote for or against anything the 
Church wishes to do, but the only way to 
overcome that difficulty is to disestablish 
the Church, for this and all other difficul- 
tres of a similar nature spring Írom that 
fact. 

A DUTY TO VOTE. 

CoLoNeL Bucuan (Con., Scottish Univer- 
Sities, who voted for the measure).—At 
present it 1s not only a right, but a duty. 
There was a constitutional question, and 
members had a right to discuss 1% It will, 
perhaps, strengthen the cry for “ Home 
Rule for England.” 

Mr. Ernest Brown (Lib., Leith, who 
voted against).—All members: of Parlia- 
ment represent their constituents, and 
they, therefore, have a direct interest: in 
the question and in anything that concerns 
the State Church. I certainly. think that 
this applies equally to people who sit for 
Scottish, Welsh and Irish constituencies.

LORD BIRKENHEAD’S VIEW. 


Lord Birkenhead, in the course of a lengthy 
communication to The.7' umes, writes — 
“The House of Commons after one day's 
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debate has reached a different conclusion to 
that of the House of Lords, but Lord Selborne 
is abundantly entitled to point out that, if 
the decision as to the policy of the Church of 
England had been left to the representatives 
of English constituencies, there would have 
heen a majority in favour of the Church 
proposals. : 

“The Irish, Scottish and Welsh voters, 
reinforced by the moral authority on such 
points of Mr. Saklatvala, refused to follow 
the course which, with great decency, was 
pursued by the Roman Catholic peers and by 
Roman Catholic members of the House of 
Commons. These, in fact, oonstituted the 
majority against the proposals brought for- 
ward by the Primate and his colleagues. 

“ The situation which results confronts us 
with bewildering and paradoxical prospects. 
In the first place, it would appear upon a 
cool analysis to follow quite certainly that 
no bishop can be expected to take disciplinary 
proceedings in respect of any proceeding 
which was sanctioned in the deposited book. 
How, for instance, could it be expected that 
any bishop should treat that as improper 
which 95 per cent. of his episcopal colleagues 
have declared to be proper; which the House 
of Lords by an- overwhelming majority has 
declared to be proper, and which a majority 
of the representatives of English constituencies 
in the House of Commons have equally de- 
clared to be proper? No one who ought to 
have a right of audience among the same 
men would expect or recommend such a 
development. 

“We reach, therefore, the conclusion that 
the hysterical decision which the House of 
Commons, under the influence of' very crude 
‘No Popery’ speeches, reached is condemned 
to complete futility.”’

BISHOPS MOVED TOO FAST, 


Sir William Joynson-Hicks gave a ceon- 
sidered opinion on the effect of the rejection 
of the new Prayer Book by the House of 
Commons in a special interview with a repre- 
sentative of the Press Association yesterday. 

Sitting in his room at the Home Office, Sir 
William‘ said :— 

“T have been asked to make a considered 
statement as to the position in the Church of 
England in consequence of last Thursday's 
vote in the House of Commons, 

‘ Before doing so, may I clear. away one 
point which is urged by various people in 
regard to the right of an M.P. to vote. 

“Mr. Saklatvala has been mentioned by 
name as a member of a Church other than 
ours, but he happens to be the representative 
of the people of North Battersea, who are— 
many of them—members of the Church of 
England, 

“ Equally, attack is made upon Noncon- 
formists, Scotsmen and Welshmen,. but as 
long as Parliament is a united whole “it is 
quite umpossible to say that only English- 
men shail vote on matters that affect Eng- 
lish people or Welshmen on matters thst 

nly affect Wales, etc. Beyond this the 
kingdom is united, and the question of 
Protestantism does affect the entire nation, 
and not merely the English portion of it. 


THE CHURCH OF ROME. 

“I have said nothing in my speeches, as 
I never do, derogatory to the Church - of 
Rome They have their own theories and 
their own modes of expression, but I ima- 
gine Scotland would consider it a very great 
evil if the English Church were really to be 
reunited with the Church of Rome.”

PRISONER’S DRAMATIC 
DECLARATION.

PARIS, Monday. 

Simon Tovbini, one of the accused in the 
affair of the forged Hungarian bonds, when 
pen by the examining magistrate to- 
day, declared that the banker, Blumenstein, 
had made out at Vienna a false statement re- 
garding 4 per cent. Austrian notes in the 
name of Madame Catherine Manoli. The 
affair did not succeed, as Madame Manoli 
thought that there was something suspicious 
about the transaction, and refused to have 
anything to do with it. 

At the end of his interrogation, Tovbini 
declared that he was tired of being’ accused 
of everything, and that he intended to speak 
openly and give the names of persons who, 
according to him, had taken part in the re- 
valorisation of the Austrian bonds. Tovhini 
was then conducted to the Sante Prison.—

CHARGES AGAINST THE 
GOVERNMENT, 


From Our PARLAMENTARY 
CORRESPONDENT. 
WESTMINSTER, Monday. 

Apart from the ordi ary opportunities 
afforded during the session for debating 
the unemployment problem, the Labour 
Party generally manage to secure two or 
three special days by putting down a 
motion charging the Government with 
refusing to face facts and leaving the 
out-of-works to rely upon the dole or 
the poor law. One such motion was on the 
order paper to-day in the names of Mr. 
Clynes, Mr. Johnston and Mr. Windsor. 

It set out that approximately one 
million men and women were out of work, 
and called upon the Government to 
provide. in addition to. an adequate in- 
surance scheme, a comprehensive national 
policy which would stimulate production, 
relieve the necessitous areas, and aim at 
the absorption of that section of the 
population for which the present economic 
system offered no prospect of steady em- 
ployment at a decent wage. 


NO NATIONAL POLICY. 

The debate was opened by Mr. Johnston, 
who, supporting his case by a mass of statis- 
tics gathered from different parts of the 
country in which the problem of -unemploy- 
ment was most acute, declared that the 
Government had no national pol 


they had, they had hitherto refrained from 
making it known. Since the Armistice, he 
said, over 380 millions pounds had been spent 
in providing assistance, and there was really 
nothing to show for it. It seemed as if it 
was nobody's business to get a move on. It 
was no good making little paltry efforts here 
and there. What was wanted was an inter- 
national policy, which would do away with 
sweated labour and raise the general standard 
of living the world over, The existing 
situation was a pathetic one, 

There were boys who had never had a job 
since the Armistice, and he knew of men 
who had taken to dyeing their hair in an 
effort to restore their youthful appearance 
before the foreman sacked them for being too 
old at forty or forty-five. The deterioration 
was not only physical, but moral, and there 
was a tremendous waste of money, body and 
spirit, 

AN iNTERRUPTEO SPEECH. 

Sir Walter Greaves-Lord, as an amendment 
to the motion, declared that  Socialistic 
measures were futile to solve the unemploy- 
ment problem, which could only be dealt with 
satisfactorily by encouraging the recovery of 
industry, promoting industrial peace, nai re- 
adjusting labour forces to the changing needs 
of modern industry. 

The hon. member directed a considerable 
pe of his speech to a criticism of the 

bour Party’s proposals for a surtax, much 
to the annoyance of Mr. Will Thorne and 
and some of his friends. Interruptions were 
frequent, and there were many cries of dis- 
sent when Sir Walter declared that the only 
effect: of the surtax wonld be to stop the ex- 
pansion of industry. Several times the 
Speaker had to appeal for order and ask 
Labour members to reserve what they had to 
say

THE COAL STRIKE. 

Sir A, Steel-Maitland, although he began 
by saying that he did not wish to fan the 
ambers of controversy, certainly ran the risk 
of provoking the Opposition to heated replies 
when he attributed the present position in 
regard to unemployment to the coal dispute. 
That ym hoy he said, had cost the country 
five hundred millions, had retarded the de- 
velopment of industry, and diminished the 
purchasing power of the people.

FIREMEN’S UNIFORMS 
FROZEN. 

The Hailsham, Eastbourne and Lewes 
Fire Brigades were yesterday morning 
called to a fire at Michelham Priory, an 
eleventh century monaste h occupied by 
Mr. R. B. Wright, at bhaic Dicker, 
Sussex. So intense was the cold that the 
water solidified almost as soon as it left 
the hoses, Even the firemen’s clothes were 
frozen stiff, and their ¢fforte# were con- 
siderably hamperéd by the engines having 
to cease pumping at intervals owing to the 
freezing of the supply. 3 

Long icicles formed on the engines and 
hose pipes, and the monastery was quickly 
surrounded by a coating of ice. The west 
wing, which contained the dining hall, the 
library and a ballroom above, was de- 
stroyed, but the firemen prevented the 
flames from spreading to the main part of 
the fine old building, which was restored 
about two years ago at considerable cost. 
The’ ballroom’ had been decorated for a 
ball arranged for to-morrow. 

The fire was discovered by the chef, Mr. 
Overden, who was awakened by smoke, 
and found the west wing burning. At 
that moment all ‘the electric bells. started 
ringing, the fire having caused a fusing of 
the wires., This awakened the remainder 
of the household, and Mr. and Mrs. 
Wright, with their two daughters and the 
servants, fought the flames with fire ex- 
tinguishers, but with little. success. 

UNUSUAL TELEPHONE GALL. 

Miss Nancy Wright said to a Press re- 
presentative: “I went to telephone for 
the Fire Brigade; but soon found the room 
in which the telephone was kept was too: 
hot to. stay in,.and' was full of smoke. 
After taking the receiver off I was forced 
to go to the. doorway. .I shouted loudly 
from the doorway at the instrument, and 
fortunately the Brigade heard the call at 
Hailsham. 

“They were soonven the scene, but the 
fire was too big for them to cope with 
successfully, and ‘the brigades from East- 
bourne and ‘Lewes. were summoned.’ 

Mr. Wright sajd :** I thik the fire was 
caused by something: falling down the 
chimney That dees happen occasionally 
when thére is an open chimney and a 
wood fire. The damage will amount to 
severa] thousands of pounds. The dining- 
room. drawingrooms and library have been 
destroyed. The secret staircase and the 
Prior’s room have been saved. / 

“The priery.was built by the Augustine 
Monks, or Black Canons, in 1229; but I 
think the west wing was built in more 
recent times, probably in the Tudor 
period. In the diningroom was some 
wonderfu) antique oak panelling which 
cannot, of course, be replaced. é oak 
hall furniture was saved, but all the 
pictures were burned.” 

Michelham Priory was one of the 
fameus historical buildings of Sussex. 
The blackened ruins of the west wing 
were yesterday morning covered with long 
icicles, 

ANOTHER SUSSEX FIRE. 

An old farmhouse, Catsfield, near Battle, 
Sussex, a beautiful Tudor structure, occu- 
pied by Mr. R. H, Hutton and the Rev. 
and Mrs. Graham-Jones and family, was 
totally destroyed by a fire which broke 
out early yesterday ‘afternoon. A’ hand- 
some new wing, was added a couple of 
years ago, and it is thought that the fire 
originated in the thatched roof of the 
older part i 

The Bexhill and Battlé fire brigades had 
to break ice nearly two inches thick in

SUGGESTIONS OF PRICES 
TRIBUNAL, 


a San 
FEW TRUSTWORTHY 
ACCOUNTS KEPT, 


‘The Tribunal on Food Prices, whose report 
Was summarised in the Zrishfimes of Satur- 
day last, found that excessive profit-taking 
in milk. existed in the provinces to a larger 
extent than in Dublin, though prices in Dublin 
were highest. 

In Dublin excessive profit-taking existed on 
the part certain producers, whose free 
competition with other vendors would appreci- 
ably reduce prices. The Prices Board, the 
Tribunal felt, should intervene at the dates 
at which prices are usually fixed, and indicate 
what the prices should be. The periods sug- 
gested are :— 

Highest prices—Ist October to 31st March. 

Lowest prices—Mid-May to mid-July. 

Prices Board should urge large retailers 
to adopt the “ block” system of delivery by 
each vanman, in order to reduce delivery 
costs. 

_ Complaints were made by firms pasteuris- 
ing and bottling milk that their stamped 
bottles were filled by shopkeepers with other 
milk. Such shopkeepers should be made liable 
to prosecution, ab should also persons who 
purchased milk bottles stamped with the name 
of the owner from any person other than the 
owner. : 

_ 59 WITNESSES EXAMINED. 

Fifty-nine witnesses, virtually all producers. 
middlemen, retailers or produce retailers, were 
examined by the Tribunal. It was found, 
with a few exceptions, that producers were 
quite unable to state what it cost to produce 
& gallon of milk, and that, except the larger 
distributors, the retailers kept no accounts 
which were of use in the iv.,.uiries. ‘The 
Tribunal was, therefore, compelled to examine 
the matter from the point of view of gross 
margins of profit, arriving at the conclusion 
as to what constituted a fair profit by 
reference to the few cases where trustworthy 
accounts were available. As in the case of 
the other commodities, the number of con- 
sumers who appeared was negligible. 

For the purpose of convenience the Dublin 
milk supply is considered in two divisions— 
milk: produced by the Dublin cowkeeperg and 
that produced outside Dublin and delivered to 
distributors by rail or motor lorry. In 
penarel, the members of the Dublin. Cow- 

eepers’ and Dairymen's Association sell their 
produce direct to the consumer by way of van 
delivery or shop sale.

lon. K ence was tendered by traders ag 
this milk was sold unpasteurised in. Dablin 
city districts at an average margin of 8d, per 
gallon delivered. and 4d. per gallon over the 
counter, the actual prices ranging from 6d. 
per yes and 5d. per quart in the winter 
to 4d. per quart and 3d per quart in the 
summer, with two intermediate prices. These 
gor were submitted to us by small traders 
iandling this class of milk, and we regard 
them as reasonable, 

“We found one case where rail-berne un- 
pasteurised milk was being sold by a dairv- 
man member of the Cowkeepers’ and Dairy- 
mens Association at the fixed winter and 
summer prices of 8d, and 7d, per quart. In 
the case of pasteurised and bottled ‘ country ’ 
milk, the retail prices. were equivalent to a 
te margin of about Is, per gallon for milk 
elivered to consumers’ houses, and 3d,-5d. 
per gallon for milk sold to retailers for re- 
sale, The scale of retail prices was 8d. and 
7d, in the winter months. and 6d. in the 
summer months, of the period 1925-6. 

‘““The persons engaged m trade of thi 
nature carry on businesses of considerable 
size, and are subject to heavy costs for up 
keep of machinery and purchase and replace- 
ment ef bottles; but we consider that a? 
highest winter price of 8d. per quart was 
excessive, and that with the margins stated 
between retail and wholesale prices a highest 
winter price of 7d. would have been sufli- 
cient, 

HOW TO LOWER DUBLIN PRICES. 

“We consider that the fixing of prices 
Secures the maximum of.advantage to the 
Dublin land-owning producer of milk. ' The 
evidence given on their behalf shows that the 
cost of production’ doés not differ appreciably 
from: the cost of milk delivered fiom sure 
rounding counties to dairies.in Dublin. As ® 
rule they do not pasteuriso or bottle their 
milk, and their areas of delivery are much 
more resiricted than the areas covered by the 
large handlers of ‘country’ milk. Nevertheless, 
the prices charged by. these producers con- 
siderably exceed those generally charged by 
purveyors of unpastetrised ‘ country’ milk, 
and are on the same level as those charged by 
the large bottling firms. 

““In our opinion, milk delivered to house- 
holders could have been sold at an ample 
profit by land-owning cowkespers at 6d. per 
quart in the winter period, and 5d. per quart. 
in the summer út of 1925-6— prices which 
are 2d. per quart less than the prices fixed by 
the Aesociation, and ld. per quart less than 
the lowest price charged by any member of 
the Association of this class who appeared 
before us, The free competition of this class 
of producer would have the effect of lowering 
appreciably the level of milk prices in Dublin, 

“Tt is clear that the effect of the price- 
fixing of the Dublin Cowkeepers’ and Dairy- 
men’s Association is to prevent such . free 
competition and to maintain milk prices at an. 
unreasonably high level. It is possible that 
“Dublin producers of milk not owning land do 
not make excessive profits. The system 
followed by such producers was described to 
us by an expert witness as uneconomit 
LIMERICK’S CHEAPER MILK. 
is observed that. during 1925-26 the 
average retail price of milk in Limerick was 
lower than in bork by about 3d. per gallon, 
and that this results from a greater widening 
(3d. per quart) between summer and winter 
prices. We believe,”” the report adds, 
‘that the dairying conditions in Cork and in 
Limerick are similar, and that the producer in 
both places obtained a primary price. which 
was certainly adequate. This price fluctuated 
about 13d. per Eo on the average. Between 
this and the consumers’ price we see no 
reason for a greater margin than 4d. per 
gallon, which, on the average, was the margin 
in Limerick.” 

The lowest scale of retail prices in | Water 
ford showed a winter price of ls. 8d, and a 
summer price of ls. 4d. per gallon, the 
average retail price being 1s. 6d, per gallon 
and the average cost price 1s. ld, per gallon, 
with an average gross margin of $d, per 
gallon to the retailer. The retail prices 
charged in Galway for the period 1925-26 
ranged from 1s.

OTHER PROVINCIAL TOWNS. 

The position in regard to several provincial

He went up 
to him and said, “ We are detective officers.”

It is the one 1 told: the Official 
Receiver about.”’ 

The inspector added that Hawley. was taken 
to the Guildhall, where the warrant was read 
over to him, and he replied, ‘‘I cannot say 
enything for the moment. is is tog ter- 
rible.''

STRANGE STORY IN POLICE

She scrambled out, and later 
informed the police of what had happened, 

Fowles denied the girl’s statement with 
resnect to the canal incident. Dodds, he said, 
reneatedilvy asked him to go away with her. 
““T stand charged here to-day,”’ he exclaimed, 
‘“‘hecause of not complying with her request. 
Tt is an object lesson of the old saving. ‘ Hell 
hath no fury like a woman scorned.’ ’’

TRADE IN HUMAN HAIR. 
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NEW INDUSTRY IN ITALY, 
From Ou8R Own CoRRESPONDENT, 
ROME, Monday. 

There has been an enormous development 
of the commercial trade in human hair and 
wig-making in Italy since the women of this 
country took to ‘‘bobbing” and “ shing- 
ling,” according to an investigation of experts 
into the question of the destination of the 
ravaged tresses. 

Sentiment induces 
their tresses, but not in Italy. 
hair, it is reported, is used for maki 
but side curls and hair nets also absor 
of it. Prices are good. 

Wavy silver-white hair is most valuable, 
and brings 600 lire an ounce for lengths up 
to 25 inches. The reason for this is because 
silver-white hair is the most scarce, accord- 
ing to. the expert hairdressers. Grey hair also 
is sought after, and brings from 200 to 400 
lire an ounce. Hair of Titian red is also 
valuable. 

Southern France and Northern Italy are 
the main sources of human hair, and there are 
some districts of Italy, it is reported, where 
the girls cultivate their hair especially for 
sale. Some of these girls have three crops a 
year. The hair of the girls in these districts 
is mainly black, however, and, therefore, less 
valuable.

Each tank is lined with glass-enamel, which 
is unaffected by thé action of the milk and 
harmless to the milk itself. On the arrival 
at the London depot it is sterilised and 
bottled without being touched by hand. . 

The inauguration of this system of milk 
transport is the outcome of long negotiations 
between the railway companies and the 
dairy industry, and is an important step 
towards co-operation between traders and 
transport interests for the benefit of the 
consumet.

The Archbishop of Dublin, who presided 
at the annual prize distribution at Alex- 
andra College, Dublin, yesterday, paid a 
tribute to the retiring head mistress, Lr. 
Mulvany, to whom, he said, the School 
and College owed much for their success, 
and he congratulated her successor, Miss 
Bewley, on her appointment. 

The Archbishop also referred to the late 
Provost of Trinity College, Dr. Bernard, 
to whom Miss Mulvany had drawn atten- 
tion in her report. Jt would be difficult, 
he said, to estimate what that great and 
good man had stood for in the Alexandra 
system.

THE LATE PROVOST’S WORK. 


Referring to the resignation of Dr. Mul- 
vany from the Headmistress-ship of the 
School, the Archbishop said that it was with 
feelings of very real regret that he. thought 
of the fact, that the lady who had so long 
sat on that platform on such occasions. as 
that was no longer with them, (Applause.) 
They could not help remembering with kind- 
ness those who had preceded their new 
Headmistress, Miss Bewley. If they wanted 
to see Dr. Mulvany’s memorial, they need 
only look all round that place—the School, 
the numbers attending it, and its prosperity. 
He did not like to say that they owed every- 
thing to Miss Mulvany, but what they did 
owe to her it would be very hard to say. He 
desired to express the deep feelings of him- 
self and others connected not only with 
Alexandra School and Alexandra College, but 
the whole system represented in the School 
and College at her departure from amongst 
them, and how much they all owed to her. 
(Applause. ) 

Miss Mulvany had drawn attention in her 
report to that great and good man, Provost 
Bernard, and what he had stood for in the 
Alexandra system would be difficult to com- 
pute. His was a most remarkable per- 
sonality, and he (the Archbishop) rarely met 
a man on whom the word “ personality ” was 
written so strongly and incisively. He was 
an intensive worker; let them not imagine 
that he arrived at the high position which 
he filled by his gifts; it was by his labour. 
Trained labour marked Dr. Bernard to the 
end of his time. He had a _ tremendous 
faculty for labour. A great deal of honour 
came to him because of his work. From his 
early davs he had worked hard and reached 
a position in which, if he chose not to work, 
he could have gone on very easily; but he 
continued to labour, anxious to add to his 
own knowledge and to that of others. 
(Appleuse. ) 

Extending a very hearty welcome to Miss 
Bewley, the Archbishop said that it was a 
great testimony to the School that the 
Governors bad appointed one who had been 
a pupil in Alexandra School. (Applause.) She 
had passed through many experiences since 
she left the School, and she came back with 
love for the School and with that knowledge 
and experience gained in other parts of Ire- 
land. He looked forward to a long and 
prosperous career of the school under the 
control of Miss Bewley. (Hear, hear.) 


SCHOOL LIFE. é 

To the pupils, particularly the prize 
winners, the Archbishop said that the mean- 
ing of school life was not winning prizes. 
The meaning of school life was education and 
not merely information. A great essayist once 
said: “I would rather forge my faculties 
than furnish them.” The great principle in 
education was not merely to furnish and 
commit to memory, but to train and draw 
out their faculties; their power of reasoning ; 
their perception and moral character, so as to 
fit them for the work of life. They could not 
judge a school in any better way than by 
seeing what way the pupils did in after life-- 
the way that they used their faculties and the 
use that they put them to. 

Education was liberation, setting free their 
various faculties. If men and women had 
their liberty, trained, well-disciplined minds, 
characters and judgment, they must have 
learned something of those — at school, 
and that was the true test whether education 
in a school was good or not. He hoped that 
that spirit would continue in Alexandra 
School, (Applause.) 


THE REPORT. 

Professor Thrift, T.D., T.C.D., for Miss 
Malvany, who was unavoidably absent, read 
the annual report. 

After paying a tribute of deep respect and 
gratitude to the memory of the late Provost 
of Trinity College, Dublin, the report stated 
that the number on the school roll, at the 
close of the session in June, 1927, was 371. 
Of this number 202 were in the senior school. 
106 in the junior school, 31 in the transition 
class, and 32 in the kindergarten. ó07 out 
of a possible 339 were examined in the 
school course of study. Of these 98 obtained 
an average of 70 per cent. and upwards, 
gaining prizes, and 45 gained 65 per cent., 
entitling them to honourable mention, while 
of the remainder 120 gained over 50 per cent. 
31.9 per cent. of the whole number examined 
gained prizes. 

In December, 1926, at the examination held 
by the A.P.C.K., under the auspices of the 
General Synod of the Church of Ireland, for 
pupils in secondary schools, our children in 
the Middle Grade gained 8 second class prizes, 
9 third class and 13 pass certificates, In the 
Junior Grade 28 were entered, gaining 2 first 
class prizes, 4 second class and 7 third class, 
with 15 pass certificates; 11 pupils took the 
examination of the General Assembly. 

OTHER EXAMINATIONS. 

Fourteen pupils sat for the Intermediate 
school certificate : 10 passed, 3 in the honours 
division. . At the examination held in 
September last for entrance scholarships to 
Alexandra College, 5 out of the 7 scholarships 
awarded in competition were gained by 
Alexandra School pupils. 

The distinctions won during the year hy 
pupils who passed on to Alexandra College 
included in the Intermediate school certificate 
3 passes and in the leaving certificate ó 
honours and 4 passes. In Dublin University 
six pupils matriculated. 

The report concluded: “I desire to take 
this, my last, opportunity, of thanking the 
staff for their loyal and wiiling c®-operation 
at all times. While heartily thanking the 
Council and Committee of Education for their 
effective support and encouragement [ would 
wish especially to name the Right Rev. and 
Hon. .Bishop Plunket, D.D., and Senator 
Henry 8. Guinness. Bishop Plunket, in his 
vico-wardenship, carried through in 1918 
& measure of endowment insurance for the 
full-time teachers then on the staff.’’ 

THE NEW HEADMISTRESS. 

Miss Bewley, the newly-appointed head- 
mistress, said that the Alexandra School, as 
it existed to-day, represented the life-work 
of one of the most brilliant of that splendid 
group of women who in the second half of 
last century were the pioneers of the higher 
edneation of women in freland. Theirs was 
the hard struggle against prejudiee and con- 
servatism which ultimately won for the girls 
of this generation the educational privileges 
which they now enjoyed. There were many 
who knew Dr. Mulvany intimately who 
could pay a more personal and appreciative 
tribute to her fine qualities, her energy and 
ability, than she could; but the fact that 
during the forty-seven years of her head- 
mistreasship this school, which she took over 
with very few pupils and in a very precarious 
state, had risen to be one of the leading cirls’ 
schools in Ireland—perhaps as an old Alex- 
andrian herself ale might be allowed to say 
the chief Protestant girls’ school in Ireland— 
that fact alone spoke éloquenily of her genius 
for organisation, her business ability and the 
reputation which ghe won for herself as a head: 
mistress. (Applause,) 

It was not an easy task to succeed one 
who would always be remembered as one of 
the great headmistresses of the early days of 
girls’ secondary education, but it had been 
made easier for her by the generous and 
ready help that had been given to her by 
the staff. (Hear, hear.) The outlook for the 
School as regards numbérs and financial 
prosperity seems an encouraging one, but 
there were difficulties enough in other direc- 


tions.

1821. 


a Sane 
LARGE PAINTING TO BE 
SHOWN IN DUBLIN. 


_ 


An interesting memento of the visit of 
King George IV. to Dublin in August, 1821, 
will soon be on public view at the Ballsbridge 
headquarters of the Royal Dublin Society. It 
is a large painting, in oils, of the landing of 
the King at Dunleary, to commemorate which 
the name of that port was changed to Kings- 
town. 

The canvas, which measures seventeen feet 
by twelve, does not bear the name of the 
artist. It represents the scene at the landing- 
place, when His Majesty was received by 
Karl Talbot, the Lord Lieutenant; by Sir J. 
K. James, the Lord Mayor of Dublin; and 
the cream of the Irish notabilities of the time. 
A few of those can be identified from other 
portraits, but most of the company, of over 
fifty persons depicted on the canvas, are now 
not known; and an endeavour is being made 
to find if a key to their identification is still 
in existence. 

The picture was presented to the Society 
shortly after it was painted, at the request of 
the citizens. For years it lay forgotten i 
the cellars of Leinster House, where it was 
found in an excellent state of preservation, 
when the Society was moving to Ballsbridge. 
It is recorded in the Society's minutes that, 
some fifty years ago the Corporation asked 
for the picture to be hung in the Mansion 
House, but at the request of several of the 
subscribers then still living, it remained in 
the possession of the Society. 

In the entrance hall at Ballsbridge are 
to be seen two marble statues of George IV., 
also commemorating the visit which, it 
appears, stirred the enthusiasm of the Dublin 
of that day. One was made for the Linen 
Hall by Thomas Kirk, the Newry sculptor, 
and to the other is attached an unusual 
story. 

A public subscription was raised to pro- 
vide the statue for the city, and an artist 
named Behnes offered to do the work without 
any fee, if he were provided with the marble. 
The Royal Dublin Society expended £400 on 
procuring a special block of marble in Italy 
and having it shipped to the artist's studio in 
London. ‘There it lay in a very unfinished 
state for many years, until after the death of 
Behnes, when his affairs were being adminis- 
tered in bankruptcy. The Royal Dublin 
Society obtained it from the assignees, and 
paid a sculptor named Panormo £100 to com- 

lete it. It was finally put on its pedestal in 
Lalaster House in 1845, four and twenty 
years after the event that it was intended to 
commemorate, 
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DEPARTMENT WANTS 
REASONS. 
APPOINTMENT OF A RATE

CORK DROWNING ACCIDENT. 


A man named John Goulding, of Gilabbey 
street, Cork, was drowned in the River Lee 
at Victoria quay, Cork, yesterday, when a 
two-horse lorry, of which he was the drivev, 
fell into the river. 

It appears that Goulding was backing his 
vehicle on the south jetties, where the ss. 
Hoxie was discharging grain. Just as the 
rear portion of the lorry was projecting over 
the edge of the ship, which was a few feet 
from the wharf, the Asp plunged, and lorry, 
horses and driver fell into the river in a 
rising tide. (Goulding s body was recovered 
a few hours later.

Describing its investigations into the 
trade in porter and stout in the Freo 
State. the Food Prices Tribunal states 
that there are virtually only four large 
breweries in the Saorstat which brew 
porter or stout. Two of these are situate 
in Cork, and their output is sold prin- 
cipally in tied houses, the’ retail prices 
in which are regulated by the brewer and 
are reasonable, 

The largest trade in the Saorstat is, 
however, in the products of Dublin 
breweries, whose wholesale prices are 
uniform. .It was, therefore, considered 
sufficient t confine investigation to the 
prices of porter and stout brewed by 
Messrs. Arthur Guinness, Son and Co., 


Ltd. 
PRODUCER'S PRICES. 

The businesa of M@ssrs. A. Guinness, Son 
and Co., Ltd,, consists in the brewing and 
selling oí foreign stout (for export only), 
extra stout and porter, Wholesale and retail 
customers obtain their supplies through one 
or other of the following channels :—(1) 
From the brewery in Dublin direct; (2) from 
one of the company’s trade stores; 3) 
through one of the company’s agents. 

An area of free delivery is attached to the 
brewery in Dublin and also to each of the 
company's gtoOTesS, and within these areas 
full casks are delivered and empties collected 
at the company's expense. Customers out- 
side the free delivery areas may order their 
supplies either direct from the brewery or 
from one of the company’s stores or agents, 
the beer being invoiced free on rail or free 
alongside canal boat or ship, as the case may 
be. customers paving the freight on the full 
casks. The freight on returned empties is 
borne by the company from the station or 
port to which the full casks were originally 
consigned, The company’s products are sold 
in casks of five sizes:—Butts, 104 gallons; 
hoghheads, 52 gallons; barrels, 32 gallons; 
kilderkins, 16 gallons; firkins, 8 gallons. 

Fixed prices were charged by the brewer 
since Ist January, 1926, at which date a 
reduction of 10s. per hogshead, or ós. pe 
kilderkin, of extra stout came into opera- 
tion in Dublin. The reductions to pur- 
chasers outside Dublin varied with the 
locality, but were, in general, smaller than 
in Dublin. Brewery prices of porter have 
not varied since lst January, 1841. 


A tabular statement goes to show that the) 


first cost to the Dublin vintner is thus dyed, 
per half-pint of extra stout and 5id. per 
pint of porter, For places other than Dublin 
the cost of freight and delivery must be 
added. For instance, in Cork the first cost 
ig Sivd. per half-pint of extra stout and jd 
per pint of porter, 


RETAIL TRADE OUTSIDE DUBLIN. 

In examining the retail trade in porter and 
stout the Tribunal took evidence in the first 
instance in places outside Dublin. The 
statements of cost and selling prices sub- 
mitted by representative traders in 
Limerick, Galway, Sligo, Dundalk, Water- 
ford, Cork and Kilkenny are given in a 
tabular. statement. From this it would 
appear that the total cost of a bottle of 
Guinness’s extra stout (including direct but 
not overhead charges) is, on the average, 

36d. It is necessary, however, to examine 
the assumptions underlying the calculations 
which lead to this figure. The most im- 
portant of these is the yield obtained from a 
hogshead, barrel or kilderkin of stout, and 
this involves the size of the bottle used and 
the wastage which occurs. Standard bottles 
have now been prescribed by Order of the 
Minister for Justice, pursuant to the In- 
toxicating Liquor (General) Act, 1 

At the date of the investigation this order 
was not fully in operation, but traders were 
gradually replacing their stocks by the new 
standard half-pint bottle. On the basis of a 
bottle holding veth of a galion the gross 
vield from a hogshead is 694 dozen. (On the 
same basis the gross yield per barrel is 423 
doren, and per kilderkin is 214 dozen.) 

From this has to he deducted liquid wasted 
in bottling, in ripening, and in delivery, 

Considerable variation occurred in the 
estimates furnished to the Tribunal by 
witnesses under this heading, the lowest being 
three-quarters of a gallon and the highest 
two gallons per hogshead. “We think,” 
savs the Report, “that ample allowance is 
made for loss under this head by assuming 
that there is a wastage of 2) dozen (about 
13 zallons)—i.e., that 67 dozen can be success- 
fully sold, Any error in this assumption is, 
we believe. in favour of the trader. On 
this basis the cost per half-pint bottle of 
(uinness’s extra stout (including freight and 
delivery, but not including direct and over- 
heaa charges) does noi exceed 5,64d. 

COST OF BOTTLING. 

“The direct charges in we stout are: 

(a) Cost of labour in washing, bottling and 

stocking in shop; 

{b) Cost of corks; 

(c) Cost of replacement of bottles broken 

in handlimeg. 

“The most important of these items is the 
first. Some of the estimates given under this 
heading appeared toe us to be exaggerated. 
For instance, it was stated that it took two 
men a day to wash, bottle and stock forty 
deven—i.e., to deal completely with one barrel 
of stout—-the resulting charge being .45d. pe 
bottle. We have been informed that two 
men can easily deal with a hogshead (i.e., 
67 dozen) m the same time, 

“Our conclusion is that the cost of labour 
in bottling in the country is probably less 
than j{d.. per bottle, and that the total cost 
(including direct, but not overhead charges) 
does not exceed 44d. per bottle. This is 
based on the highest price charged by the 
brewer *o retailers outside Dublin, At a 
retail price, of 60. per half-pint bottle the 
vate of gross profit on sale is ól; per cent., 
and at a retail price of 7d. per bottle the 
rate of gross profit on sale is approximately 


41 per cent. 
WASTAGE. 

A statement of the evidence submitted bv 
traders outside Dublin as to the cost and 
selling prices of Guinness’s extra stout, when 
sold on draught, and ot porter shows that the 
retail price per pint ranged from 9d. to 10d., 
representing a gross profit on sale of from 
14.8 to 22 per cent. The price of porter 
ranged from 7d: to 8d., with a gross profit 
of 20.14 and 20.57 per cent. 

There was marked variation as regards the 
item of wastage. In five instances this 
wastage was estimated at one gallon per 
barrel. or a half-gallon per kilderkin—i.c., 
about 3 per cent.—and in three instances at 
one_gallon per kilderkin, ov a half-gallon per 
firkin, which is at the rate of 6 per cent, the 
Tribunal is satisfied that one gallon per 
barrel is an ample allowance for wastage. 

RETAIL TRADE IN DUBLIN. 

The Tribunal was informed by the Secretary 
of the Licensed Grocers’ and Vintners’ Pro- 
tection Association of lrelaud that the total 
membership of the Association in the Metro- 
politan area was, about 550. The. retail 
bia charged by these traders were as 
ollows :- 

Porter—6d.-8d. per pint. 

Draught Stout—10d,-1s, per pint. 

Bottled Stout—6d.-8d, per bottle for eon- 
sumption on the premises; Ós. per dozen for 
consumption off the premises,

arrangement full porter value, irrespective of 
whether the returns consist of extra stout or 
porter, or a mixture of both. Should a 
trader have occasion to return unused extra 
stout or porter, allowance is made at the full 
rate in each case. In effect, therefore, in the 
case of rter, very little loss should occur 
in an efficiently conducted business. On the 
extreme assumption of a total loss of a half: 
gallon per kilderkin. which is at the rate of 
over ó per cent., the net first cost is 5.3d. 
per pint, and the gross profit resulting from 
a retail price of 8d. is 2.7d. per pint, or 
33.75 per cent. on sale, and over 50 per cent. 
on cost, 

Draught Stout.—The net cost of extra stout 

per kilderkin, after allowing for discount, is 
£3 138. 4d. Assuming an overflow or ullage 
of one gallon per kilderkin, which is allowed 
for on return at the porter rate. the net first 
cost per pint is sevenpence. This figure of 
sevenpence also follows from the assumption 
of a total loss through wastage of ó per 
cent., which we regard as fair. The gross 
profit resulting from a retail price of 1s. por 
pint is thus 5d. or at the rate of over 40 
per cent. on sale and over 70 per cent. on 
cost. 
Bottled Stout.—Allowing for a loss of 
liquid in bottling, ripening, and delivery of 
2! dozen per hogshead, the net first cost of 
the contents of a standard half-pint bottle of 
stout is 3.5ld. In only one case was this 
the figure of cost submitted to us in evidence 
on behalf of retailers. 


ITEMS OF COST. 

In arriving at an estimate of the gross profit 
on the sale of bottled stout we include in the 
cost the following direct charges :— 

(a) Cost. of washing bottles. 
operation, and stocking in shop ; 

(b) Cost of corks; 

(c) Cost of replacement of bottles broken 
in handling. 

The figures shown under the heading of 
washing, bottling and stocking in shop in 
Table VII. are .50d., .78d., and .65d. per 
bottle, or an average .67d., which 
is nearly 2) times the corresponding figure 
given by country traders. An examination 
of the accounts, however, shows that these 
figures include cost of delivery of stout to 
customers’ houses. The effect, therefore, is 
to obscure the difference in profit between 
stout sold over the counter and stout deli- 
vered, and to load the cost of stout sold on 
the premises with a proportion of the deli- 
very charge. In only one of these cases 
(Case 2) is it possible from the form of the 
accounts to segregate delivery cost from the 
total cost shown under this heading of direct 
charges. 

The following are the details per hogs- 
head stated as yielding 64 dozen (i.e. 3 
dozen less than should be obtained by 
efficient handling) :—

From this statement it is clear that the 
actual labour cost up to the point of stocking 
in shop is .36d. per bottle on a yield of 64 
dozen, or .34d. per bottle on what we con- 
sider the more correct yield of 67 
dozen. As regards the remaining direct 
charges coming under headings (b) and (c) 
above; we see no reason whatever why they 
should be in excess of the average figure 
already found to obtain in the case of 
country retailers, Our conclusion is that in 
the case of the Dublin trade the cost price 
per half-pint bottle of stout is very slightly 
more than 4d. per bottle and is certainly 
less than 44d. . At © retail of 8d. per half- 

int bottle the resulting gross profit is 

tween 47 per cent. and per cent, on 
sale, and between 88 a cont. and 100 per 
cent. on cost. At the retail price of 6d. 
per half-pint bottle the corresponding figures

In the evidence submitted to us by traders, 
all expenses and charges were allocated 
between porter, draught stout and bottled 
stout in proportion. to the tarnover in each 
of these commodities. This method is not 
quite satisfactory, as will be seen on com- 
paring overhead charges per pint of stout 
and per pint of porter, but in the circum» 
stances no other method appeared practicable. 
In the case of bottled stout the average selling 
price depends on the ratio which the tradé over 
the counter bears to the trade in delivered 
bottles. This proportion varied from one

IRISH COURSING- CLUB 
ASSUMES CONTROL, | 
For more than two hours a special meeting 
of the Irish Coursing Clalit discussed the 
subject of control of greyhound racing in 
Ireland in the Four Courts. Hotel, Dublin. 
yesterday, The following resolution was 
unanimously @dopted on the mation of Mr. 
Morris :'— | " “seal 
“That we affirm that the Irish Coursing Club is 
the sole authority for the movernment of greyhound 
racing in Ireland, and that we take the necessary 
contret of Baeyhound racing fortwith,” 
The meeting was summoned for the purpose 
ef considering “ the situation that now exists 


}-owing to the sale of the National Greyhound 


Racing Association to an English syndicate.” 


Club held sinée that body was formed for 
the government of Irish coursing. 

The correspondence included a letter from Mr. 
P. J. Mulligan, Ballina, who “wrote renewing a 
protest he had made at the Limerick meeting 
against the club taking over control, and taking 
exception: to what he described as the “rushed” 
nature of the meeting. Mr. Flannery, Tabbercurty. 
Co, Slige, wired a protest against thé*holding of 
the meeting, on the ground that the notice was 
foo shórt. á 
. «Mr..Jalin. Bruton, the Chairman, however, pointed 
out that the meeting had heen summoned on his 
suggestion, previous- to which the Secretary, Mr. 
Morris, explained the position as he. viewed if. 
The,.question of taking uver control had, he said, 
been: “ practicnliy decided,” but jit was for the 
meeting to say what they were going to-do. It 
had been, rightly or wrongly, assumed. by “many 
coursing men in this country fhat the companies 
which had purehased the Trish greyhound racing 
grounds did not purpose. coming under the control 
-Of the Trish Coursitg Club, and it’ was to decide 
on the club's course of action in that, among other 
possible cantingencies, that the meeting was held. 

Mr. MeAlinden (Belfast) etated that the National

Under the scheme the manufacturer. of, for 
instance, cattle cake rentsefrom the London, 
Midland and Scottish Company at a nominal 
rental warehousing spkace at certain railhead 
distribution ‘centres to which bulk consign- 
ments are, railed. FEarmiers in the surround- 
ing district indent to the farmers’ agent at 
the railhead warehouse for such quantities of 
cake ae they reauire from time to time, a 
delivery 1s éfected by the L.M.S. Railway 
fleet. of motor lorries direct. Where ware- 
housing facilities do not exist, or are no 
required, delivery is effected direct from rail- 
head, ! : 

Thus it will be seen that the farmer is 
saved from storing” a larger quantity of 
material than in necessary for his immediate 
needs. He is also certain of gi ? delivery 
of sach supplies as he requires, as the railhead 
distribution centre. is near at hand. A low 
charge is made for these cartage facilities, 
which are armrangeil on “a radial basis, as 
opposed to road mileage basis, 

Railhead distribution centres have been 
established at several poiffts om the L.M.S. 
system, including CGoostrey, Crewe, Chester, 
Sketchley, Macclesfield, Chesterfield, Sheffield, 
Bradford, Leamington, St. Helens, Sandbach, 
Tamworth, Whitchurch, and many places in 
England, Wales and Scotland. ' 

It marks a new step in the history of 
transport by railway, and visualises a final 
stage, in which ‘door-to-door’ transport 
by railway will be possible between any pair 
of points in the country.

BRITISH AIR. POWER. 


MUCH STRONGER THAN FOUR 
YEARS AGO. 


“We have made some progress with our 
home defence programme, and our air defence 
iS a great deal eheanine than four years ago, 
said Sir Samuel Hoare, Secretary of State for 
Air, presiding at a lectnre at the Royal 
United Service Institution, London, given 
by Group Captain W. C. MacNeece Foster on 
“Ait Power and its Application. '' 

“We can claim.” said Sir Samuel, ‘ not 
only to have substantially: more units than 
we had three or four years ago, but we have 
now worked out for the first time in the 
face of modern conditions a comprehensive 
scheme .for meeting, as far as it is humanly 
possible, the conditions with which we are 
taced,”’ 

We had more wnits, he said, better types 
of machines, and a more intensive system of 
training. To-day units could get into the 
air mech more quickly than during or just 
after the war. A system of co-operation also 
had been worked out with the Army and 
War Office for searchlight and anti-aircraft 
work The geographical position of the 
Empire, and the geographical situation of 
Great Britain made the question of air power 
of more importance to us than to any other 
‘great country. y 

The aeroplane is essentially the most mobile 
instrument of defence, and by concentrating 
our air forces in certain jdefinite centres over 
the British Empire we could use them in 
such a way as to transfer air units quickly 
to any threatened point. ¢ 

OPEN TO ATTACK. 

‘As a tea Power, he added, we are open 
to attack. The activities of Government and 
many of our industrial operations are concen- 
trated in the danger zone, a fact which is 
becoming more formidable as more and more 
industries are concentrated in Southern and 
South-Eastern EKugland. We are faced with 
this very urgent and vital problem—we are 

uliarly vulnerable to air attack, and, 


of all attacks to meet. 
“During the last three or four years we 


‘have been concentrating on meeting this very 
real problem.”

MEAT. PRICES ANOMALY.

Important resolutions. were passed at the 
annual meeting of the Ulster. Agricultura! 
Organinating Society, held in Belfast. 

One resolution declared that, owing to the 
serious condition. of agriculture in Northern 
Ireland, and to the ever-increasing competi- 
tion to be met in the British markets from 
foreign and Colonial sources, determined 
efforts must. be made to secure for the’ 
Northern Ireland farmer the highest possible 
return for his produce. Undoubtedly, the most 
important section of agriculture was dairy- 
ing, and it was believed that the time had 
arrived when the-re-organisation of the whole 
industry must be undertaken. Bearing in 
mind the unprecedented success that had been 
achieved in the marketing of eggs since the 
Northern Government had assumed responsi- 
bility for the re-organisation of that industry, 
that society confidently urged upon the 
Cabinet the pressing need for the. introduction 
of a Dairy Produce Act calculated to remedy 
the existing defects of the industry. 


THE PIG INDUSTRY. 

A resolution was: proposed by Mr. Rowley 
Elliott, M.P., and seconded by Mr. W. H. 
West, to the effect that '“A Pig Feeders’ 
Association be organised for each county and 
a centre established where the members’ pork 
could be slaughtered, graded and sold, or 
despatched alive, whichever may be found to 
be the most remunerative.”’ 

Mr. Elliott pointed out the great difference 
between the prices paid to the producers and 
those paid by the consumers. In Cookstown 
farmers were paid 3}d. per lb. for beef, and 
it was sold in Belfast at 1s, 6d. to Is. 10d. 
per Ib. Locally it was sold at Is. per Jb. -or 
less. Pork was sold in Cookstowii at 6d." per 
Ib., and in Belfast it was sold to the consumér 
at 1s. 8d. per Jb. The Ulster Agricultural 
Organisation Society did not object to anvone 
coming in to help in its work; but it stood for 
the improvement of farming conditions all 
round, 

_The resolution was supported by Captain 
Verschoyle, Enniskillen, and others, and 
carried. 


DAIRYING. 

The annual report stated that during the 
year the committee had devoted close atteh- 
tion to improved methods of marketing, 
especially of dairy produce. By considerably 
extending their market intelligence scheme 
and securing an agreement among the mana- 
pá of the 47 central creameries in Northern 
reland a very important step had been taken 
towards the ideal of consolidating the whole 
organised dairying industry in the North. 

The committee had had constantly before 
them the need for credit among farmers. The 
seneme for loans’ to replace live stock as set 
up by the Northern Ministry of Agriculture 
through the local banks had been of great 
assistance. Loans had been made for this 
ge to the extent of £69,000 at the very 
ow rate of 2} per cent. interest. The com- 
mittee were of opinion that facilities of a 
similar nature should be made available for 
the repair and renewal of cowsheds, especi- 
ally on small holdings. The present system of 
leans for this purpose was too expensive and 
cumbersome. 


CO-OPERATIVE CREAMERIES. 

There were 101 co-operative creameries in 
Northern Ireland on Ist January, 1926. Of 
these 54 were central creameries for churning 
stations and 67 auxiliary creameries or sepa- 
rating stations. At the end of the year there 
were ól centrals and 69 auxiliaries. « The total 
share capital invested in these societies at. the. 
end of 1926 was £41,220, and bank overdraft 
£28,470. The total sales amounted to 
£925,064. These were made up of dairy pro- 
duce £818,790, and other sales such ‘as eggs, 
manures, etc., £106,274.. The most. satisfac- 
tory feature was the turning point in milk 

woduction. - For 1925 there was a decrease of 
391,996 gallons on 1924, but for. 1926 there 
was an increase of 3,152,607 gallons on 1925, 
and the total number of milch cows: in 
Northern Ireland only showed an increase of 
555. Unfortunately, owing tó the coal strike, 
which caused such a reduction in; prices of’ 
butter as compared with the. previous year, 
the farmer received little benefit. 

The Chairman (Mr. R, 8. H. Noble). in 
moving the adoption of the report, said that 
prices of butter had been satisfactory,. and 
the marketing scheme, which eliminated .com- 
petition in the way of price-cutting between 
creameries in the roll trade, had been a re- 
markable success. Northern Ireland creameries 
were strengthening their: hold on the home 
market. In 1926 they had: exported 50 per 
cent. more than in 1925, and imported 50 
per cent. less. All the same, there was room 
for improvement. Imports of butter in 1926 
amounted to 50,000 cwts. They wanted their 
export trade to extend. 

There was a fatality attending all. efforts 
in the Imperial Parliament to legislate. for 
agricuture They had hoped that the 
amendment of the Merchandise Marks Act 
might have done something for them in the 
way of marking the country or origin of 
butter. Vested interests; however; had 
succeeded in introducing a paragraph exempt- 
ing blends from the provisions of the Act, 


PRESERVATIVES IN CREAM. 

A great blow had been struck at their 
cream trade by the Act dealing with pre- 
servatives. It was admitted by hygenic 
experts that cream containing preservatives 
was not harmful except in the case of infants 
and invalids. 

The Chairman read a letter from the 
Northern Ministry of Home Affairs in answer 
to the representations made by a deputation 
of the U.A.O.S. with reference to the use 
of preservatives in cream. It stated that 
after careful consideration the Ministry had 
decided to postpone for one year the opera- 
tion of the Public Health Regulations, 1927, 
in so far as they related to cream, 

The Chairman said that they had to thank 
the Northern Ministry of Home Affairs for 
that concession, and Mr. Rowley Elliott, in 
particudar, 


THE METHODIST CHURCH. 


When the Methodist College, Belfast, was 
built, in 1867, it was intended to serve the 
double purpose of a public school for boys 
and a aid college for the training of 
accepted candidates íor the ministry. Eight 
years ago the growth of the school compelled 
the governors to secure new premises for 
the theological students, a well-known resi- 
dence, known as “ Edgehill,’’ being pur- 
chased and equipped at an expenditure of 
nearly £10,000. The Conference having de- 
cided to separate Edgehill College from the 
school, and to place it under its own board 
of governors, a bill for this purpose has been 
prepared. It received last week the final 
sanction of the committee appointed to deal 
with it, and has now been lodged in the 
Parliament of Northern Ireland. A smooth 
passage of the bill is expected, as it raises 
no contentious matters. ) 

A great meeting in connection with the 
Northern Ireland local option campaign has 
just been held in the Methodist. Church, 
Enniskillen, the Chairman of “the District,. 
the Rev. William Moore, presiding.. Repre- 
sentatives were present from all the leading 
centres of County Fermanagh. Resolutions 
demanding the early passing of local option 
were adopted unanimously. 

The newly-formed Young People’s Council 
of the Londonderry District has begun its 
work with an admirably organised one-day 
convention, held in the Carlisie. road Church, 
Londonderry, All the circuits of the dis- 
trict sent representatives, the attendance at 
the three meetings being large and enthusi- 
astic. The Chairman of the district, the 
Rev. J. A. Walton,’M.A:, presided, the chief 
addresses being given by the Rev. R. M. L. 
Waugh, M.A., B.D.; the Rev. E. W. Young, 
M.A., and Mr. E. H. Armstrong, of Belfast,

Frou Revrer’s Cornresronperr. 
CALCUTTA, Monday, 
Sir Stanley Jackson, Governor of Bengal,

HARVEY MISSING. 
——— 


The case of John Harvey, the Cardiff 
man who deserted from thé French 
Foreign Legion, is still exciting attention. 

While Sir Austen . Chamberlain was 
answering questions regarding the release 
of the soldier, who had been sentenced 
to a long term of imprisonment, 
Marseilles was being searched for Harvey. 

He should have presented himself to the 
Military Bureau there yesterday, but had 
not put in an appearance when the office 
closed for the day. 

When Harvey's sentence of eight years’ 
imprisonment was remitted he. received 
instructions to rejoin his regiment. So 
far he has not yet reported to the military 
authorities at Marseilles to have his 
travelling note endorsed. 

Sir Clement Kinloch-Cooke (C., Cardiff), 
in the House of Commons, asked the Foreign 
Secretary whether his attention had been 
called to the statement that John Harvey, 
the Cardiff man, sentenced to eight years’ 
imprisonment for deserting from the Foreign 
Legion, and pardoned by the French Govern- 
ment, on an appeal made by the Foreign 
Office in Lendon, was to be sent back to 
the Lewion to complete his term of service, 
and whether this statement is correct, and, 
if so, what steps he proposed to take in the 
matter. 

Sir A. Chamberlain (Foreign Secretary) — 
According to my information, the statement 
referred to is not correct. Mr. Harvey will 
be released from all military obligation as 
soon as the usual formalities mm connection 
with his discharge are completed. (Cheers.) 

Sir C. Kinloch-Cooke—Can the right hon. 
gentieman say whether the usual formalities 
include the payment of 500 francs to the 
French Government ? 

Sir A. Chamberlain—No, sir; I do not 
know. 

Mr. Hore Belisha (L., Devonport)—Can 
the right hon. gentleman say whether the 
usual formalities require his return to 
Africa? 

Sir A. Chamberlain—No, sir, I cannot say 
that, but I understand that as soon as all 
the formalities are concluded he will be 
released. [ again express the thanks of 
His Majesty's Government for this act of 
grace and courtesy. (Cheers.) I might add 
that Englishmen who join a Foreign Legion 
under another jurisdiction cannot expect that 
their Government will interfere. (Cheers.) 

Mr. Hore Belisha—Is the right, hon. gentie- 
man aware that the American Government 
interfered immediately in the case of an 
American. subject, and that the man was 
released ? 

Sir A. Chamberlain—I am not aware that 
t..2 American Government interfered: I am. 
aware thet the French Government released 
the man. According to ny information some 
appeal was made by members of the Ameri- 
car. Legion in France. Again I wish to say 
that if Englishmen choose to enlist under a 
foreign goyernment they cannot well look to 
their own Government to protect them. 

Mr. A. Hopkinson (Ind:, Mossley) —Can 
His Majesty’s Government take steps to pre- 
vent this man writing sensational articles in 
the Press? 

Stir A. Chamberlain—If His Majesty's 
Government. had that power, it would be 
employed in a great many cases. (Laughter.) 


DEAD SEA CONCESSION. 


IRISHMAN RAISES QUESTION 


IN THE COMMONS. 


The question of the Dead Sea Concession 
was raised in the House of Commons yester- 
day by Lieutenant-Colonel Howard-Bury, 
ge sits as Conservative member for Chelms- 
ord. 

He asked whether any applicant for tbe 
concession bad offered to merge his interest 
with those of other spplicants, with a view 
to forming the nucleus of a group for deve- 
loping the concession. 

r. Ormsby-Gore, the Under Secretary of 
State for the Colonies, said that in 1926 there 
were discussions between certain of the appli- 
cants witha view to combining their interests, 
but the applications subsequently submitted 
were made on behalf of individual groups, 
and not on behalf of any combine. In view 
of the terms of the mandate from the League 
of Nations it was not practicable to adopt the 
suggestion that the Government should take 
measures for the formation of an indepen- 
dent British “by on the lines of a char 
tered company, for working out this conces- 
sion in furtherance of Empire interests under 
adequate British control. 

Lieutenant-Commander Kenworthy (Labour, 
Hull City)—Is there any reason to suppose 
that the concession, as worked by the conces- 
sionaires, will not be in the interest of our 
industry? 

Mr. ' Aire sir, RE. see no reason why any 
concession, which we are in the least likely 
to grant, will be in the least inimical to the 


Empire. 
clone] Howard-Bury—Will the Minister 
see that German interests are not brought in? 

Mr. Ormsby-Gore—German interests have 
absolutely nothing to do with it. (Cheers.) 

Captain Foxcroft (Conservative, Bath) 
asked the name of the group on whose behalf 
Major Tulloch and Mr. Novomeyskey were 
working; whether this group was connected 
with any German company or companies, and, 
if so, what company or companies? 

Mr. Ormsby-Gore referred the hon. member 
to his reply of December 12, to which he had 
nothing to add. 

Captain Fokcroft—Will the Minister see 
that there is no danger of this being handed 
over to a German monopoly. 

Mr. Ormsby-Gore—We are endeaveuring 
to atrange that any concessionaire selling 
outside Palestine will not enter intoan agree- 
ment with any of the three big monvpolies 
without the concurrence of the Government. 
Of course, it is very difficult to sell articles 
of this kind in the world market, except by 
some form of agreement with existing 
organisations. 

jeutenant-Commander Kenworthy—Is_ it 
not a fact that Major Tulloch and Mr. 
Novomeyskey are supported by British capital, 
almost entirely ’ 

Mr. Ormsby-Gore—I understand that they 
are supported by quite independent capital, 
which is in no way connected with any of 
the existing chemical industries, whether 
potash owners or potash sellers. 

Mr. Ormsby-Gore, iu reply to Lieutenant- 
Colonel Howard-Bury, who asked when Mr. 
Novomeyskey formally applied with a fully 
worked out scheme for the Dead Sea conces- 
sion, said that it was made to the High Com- 
missioner, who reported its receipt in July, 
1921. He also reported that Mr. Novomeyskey 
had, since 1911, been working on the question 
of the extraction of salts from the Dead Sea. 
He understood that Mr. Novomeyskey was a 
member of the Institute of Mining and 
aiseag, 

Colonel Howard-Bury—Was Mr. Novomey- 
skey ever an official of the Soviet Govern- 
ment ? 

Mr. Ormsby-Gore—I am not even aware 
that he has any Russiap connections what- 
ever. I understand that his parents were 
of Polish-Jewish origin; but he is himself a 
Palestinian. I am not aware that he has 
had any Russian connections since he went to 
Palestine.

MURDER OF AMERICAN 
GIRL. 


LETTER TO HER 
PARENTS. 

REUTER $ CORRESPOXDENT: 
LOS ANGELES, Monday. 
‘Dear Daddy and Mother,—I wish I could 
come home. I think I will die if I have te 
be here much longer. Won't someone tell 
me why this had to happen to me? Daddy. 
please dó what this man tells you, for he 

will kill me if you don't.”’ : 

The above letter was written by twelve- 
vear-old Marian Parker. shortly before she 
was murdered by what must be one of 
America’s most callous criminals. 

Marian Parker (as reported in vesterdav’s 
Trish’ Times) was abducted from her school 
two davs ago, and a ‘series of letters and 
telephone calls were received at the girl's 
home threatening that she would be killed 
if a ransom were not paid. immedfately. 
When the distracted father had hurried to 
the spot indicated and had handed over the 
sum demanded (1,500 dollars) to @ masked 
man in a motor car, the dismembered bode 
of his daughter was thrown out on to the 
pavement. 

SUSPECT ARRESTED. 

Firemen ‘answering’ a falsé alarm last night 
found posted on the alarm standard a vote 
purporting to be defiance from the murderer 
of the little girl, and. threatening her twin 
sister, Marjorie, with the same fate. 

The police have arrested a young man sus- 
pected of heing George Fox, the abductor of 
the girl. He was captured in a home, the 
rear porch of which overlooks the place 
where the girl's father met the kidnapper last 
Saturday. The prisoner's name was entered 
in the police books as Gaylord Barpaman. 
aged 24, and the charge written down against 
him was one of “grand theft.’" Besides the 
young man, an older man and woman were 
takeú to the police headquarters, and de- 
tained for questioning. The woman was 
found running up and down the street near 
the spot where the girls father recovered 
the body crying, “I didn’t kill her.” Tt is 
alleged that all the three detained had been 
drinking. : 

ANOTHER KIDNAPPING CASE. 

Another case of kidnapping is reported from 
Pasadena. In this case the kidnapper, driving 
a motor ear, invited two girls to drive home. 
They, believing that he was a neighbour, 
jumped into the car, but the elder one, per- 
ceiving the mistake, jumped out again. The 
man held the door of the car and prevented 
the other girl from getting away. At the 
same time he put on speed and disappeared. 
When the news became known a force of 
fifteen policemen was despatched to Faton’s 
Canyon. near Pasadena, where the man was 
reported to have been seen. There he was 
trapped and captured and the girl rescued. 
The man in this. case does not answer the 
description of the one wanted in connection 
with the murder of Marian Parker.
